DEFENDANTS’ APPEAL 


DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The defendants in the case of John Sheerin, 
of Maherboy, Swinford, by his father, John 
Sheerin, against Thomas .O’Hara, principal 
teacher á Carramore National School, 
Killasser, Swinford, and John Cassidy, his 
assistant, appealed from a decision of Circmt 
Judge w yse Power awarding the plaintiff £5 
damages against the first-named defendant, 
and E10 against the second defendant, for 
assault, which was alleged to have been com- 
mitted on him by the defendants on the 14th 
February of last year. 

It appeared that on the occasion in question 
0’ Hara, having heard that young Sheerin was 

‘‘ mitching’’ in a field, sent Cassidy, bis 
assistant, to bring him to school. The voy 
alleged that while he was being brought to 
the school by Cassidy, he was beaten about 
the head, and fainted, and also rll bled 
from the nose. He further alleged® that, 
when he reached the school, O'Hara gi him, 
29 slaps. On the same evening t 
father made a complaint about the matter to 
O'Hara, and had the boy medically 
treated. 

Cassidy denied having either beaten or ill- 
treated the boy, and said that all that he did 
was to take him by the arm towards the 
school. He alleged that on the way the boy 
tried to escape through a hedge, and, further, 
that he threw himself violently on the 
ground. It was submitted that any injuries 
which the boy sustained were caused by his 
coming in contact with the hedge and the 
ground. 

O’Hara admitted having given the boy 12 
slaps, as recorded in the school punishment 
book, and not 29 slaps, as alleged. He 
denied an allegation by the boy that the 
slaps were given with a hazel stick, and 
said that only a light cane was used. The 
yunishment was in no way excessive, and the 
ba did his school work íor the remainder of 
the day. 

Mr. Carson, and Mr. Tyrrell (in- 
siructed bv Mr. P. O'Connor) appeared for 
the appellants, defendants; and Mr. F 
Denning, K.C., and Mr. Conor Maguire (in- 
structed by Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr) for 
the respondent and plaintiff. 

The Court dismissed the appeal, with costs, 
Mr. Justice Sullivan stating that, having 
heard the evidence in the case, he would 
have come to the same conclusion as the 
Circuit Judge. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, concurring, said that 
he did not agree with counsel that the matter 
was one of life and death for the teachers. 
The occurrence should be regarded only as an 
incident—a _ regrettable incident—in the 
careers of Mr. O’Hara and Mr. Cassidy, who 
had such high credentials as teachers, and 
not a matter which should disqualify them 
from further pursuing their profession. 

An application for leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Court, by Mr. Carson on behalf of 
the appellants, was refused.

DUBLIN APPEAL FAILS. 


hait THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The plaintiff in the case of Philip Newman, 
wholesale importer and manufacturer, of 
Lower Urmond Quay, Dublin, against the 
National Land Sank, Ltd., of 10 College 
Green, Dublin, and Miceal MacAimhalghaid, 
assistant manager of. the Bank, appealed from 
a decision of Mr. Justice O’ Byrne in the High 
Court, sitting without a jury, on 26th 
October last, dismissing the action, which 
had been brought to recover the sum of £500, 
the amount of a cheque drawn by the plain- 
tiff on the Capel street branch of the Pro- 
vincial Bank of Ireland, Ltd., in favour of 
the lefendants, the National Land Bank, 
dated the 4th of February, 1925, which, it 
was stated, had been entrusted to the defen- 
dant, the bank official mentioned, who lodged 
it to the credit of the account of a gentleman 
named Philip Scher. 

The grounds of the appeal were that Mr. 
Justice O'Byrne’s order was contrary to the 
evidence, and against the weight of evidence, 
and was erroneous in point of law. The 
appellant sought to -have the order reversed 
or varied, and to have judgment entered for 
the. plaintiff with interest and coats. 

In the statement of claim in the action it 
was alleged that it was agreed between the 
plaintiff and the defendants that the cheque 
was not to be presented for payment except 
on the :nstructions of the plaintiff—no such 
instructions having been given. Pending the 
giving of such instructions the cheque was to 
be held by the defendant, Mr. MacAimhalghand, 
as trustee for the plaintiff; and the defen 
dants in breach of agreement endorsed and 
presented the cheque for payment on the same 
date, 4th February, 1925, without the know- 
ledge or consent of the plaintiff, and the 
£500 paid to the defendants on that date; the 
plaintiff's banking account being thereupon 
debited with that sum in the books of the 
Provincial Bank. 

In the defence it was stated that the cheque 
was entrusted to the bank official on the date 
mentioned in the ordinary course of business 
end by direction of the plaintiff duly lodged 
to the credit of the current account of Philip 
Scher. No agreement, as alleged, was made 
that the cheque was not to be presented ex- 
cept on the express instructions of the plain- 


tiff, etc. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Rearden, K.C. 
(instructed by Mr. James W. Lane) appeared 
for the appellant and plaintiff; and Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin (in- 
structed by Mr. P. R. Boyd) for the re- 
spondents and defendants.

CONSTRUCTION OF A WILL. 

Judgment was given in the appeal by the 
plaintiff in the case of Swifte v. O’Brien and 
another, varying the order made by Mr. 
Justice Johnston in the High Court in favour 
of the defendants, the trustees in the 
matter of the estate ol the late 
Godwin Butler Meade Swifte., de- 
ceased, of Swiitesheath, Kilkenny. who 
left personal estate valued at £51,727. 

The deceased man, it appeared, was the 
owner of landed property in the Counties of 
Kilkenny (including the mansion house and 
demesne of Swiftesheath), Meath, Dublin, 
Leitrim and Carlow, and had sold -his 
tenanted lands in Kilkenny, Carlow and 
Meath to the tenants under the Land Acts, 
in payment for which he had received 
£19,467. That fund {formed the subject 
matter of the present appeal, the question 
involved being whether it had been adeemed 
or not, having regard to the fact that the 
deceased man had mixed up the proceeds of 
the sale of the lands with his other assets, 
and used the moneys in investments, as 
alleged, in such a way that it was impossible 
to trace them. 

The question, as well as others previously 
dealt. with, arose on the construction of the 
deceased man’s will, dafed February 14, 1901, 
by which he bequeathed the lands of ‘which 
he was owner and the proceeds of the sale of 
the tenanted lands to his trustees npon trust 
to permit his wife, Mrs Elizabeth Natalie 
Swifte, the plaintiff, to reside in & wiftesheath 
Mansion House during her life, and to receive 
the income from the residue of his landed 
property and the invested proceeds of the 
sale of the tenanted lands during her life. He 
also appointed her his residuary legatee, 

Mr. Justice Johnston had held that all the 
testator's lands, tenanted and untenanted. 
passed to the trustees of the will—Colonel 
Letham Swifte, Mr. James O’Brien, K.C.., 
and Mr. Turlough O’Brien—under the davies 
in trust; that the principle of ademption did 
not apply, and that the proceeds of the sale 
of the tenanted lands also passed to the 
wed = og a the will.

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DUBLIN RABBIT SHOW. 


INTEREST IN 
MOVEMENT. 


The new and important industry of rabbit 
breeding had a_ useful fillip in the Open 
Championship Show opened at the Metro- 
politan Hall, Dublin, yesterday It was 
organised by the Irish — Fur and Wool 
Breeders’ Association, which aimed largely 
at "imteresting the man in the street as well 
as the experis in the breeding of rabbits. 

From thc number of those who visited the 
well-laid-out exhibition the new movement has 
already caught on. Further proof of this was 
found in the large and attentive audience that i 
gathered in the hall at night to hear a lecture 
on the subject by Dr. J. B. McDougall, of 
Alesford, Kent, who 1s a recognised authority 
on the breeding and treatment of . Angora 
rabbits. He also acted as adjudicator at ‘he 
show. with Mr. F. B. Roberts, one of the 
foremost judges in England. The total entries 
came to 4380. 

THE LECTURE. 

In the course of his lecture in the evening, 
Dr. McDougall said that he regarded Angora 
rabbit-farming as the most valuable sideline | 
to ordinary agricultural pursuits. There 
was a more stable market for Angora wool 
than -in any other of the products of the 
rabbit, and as far as one could see the de- 
mand was likely to be maintained for a con- 
siderable time. There was also every possi- 
bility of the present average price of 34s. per 
lb. being maintained for the next four or 
hve -vears. 

The relative limited supply of Angora wool 
in this country and in Great Britain made the 
Angora wool garment a luxury, rather than a 
necessity ; but there could never be any sub- 
stitute for it. It could, however, be mixed 
in varying proportions with other articles— 
as, for instance, with artificial silk—and in 
this way made more generally applicable than 
pure Angora garments could be. . 

Turning to the question of economics, the 
lecturer pointed out that it was possible to 
crow one pound of Angora wool at a cost of 
12s. 6d. for foodstuffs alone. Taking the 
average sale price as it now stood, at 34s., a 
margin of 21s. 6d. was left to pay for labour, 
rates, rent and other over-head charges on 
every pound produced, 

The total amount of Angora woo] produced 
in Great Britain at present was in value not 
less than £20,000, or somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of 14,000lbs. The Angora wool 
industry had the advantage that it did not 
compete in the same markets with the pelt 
industry, as it was an entirely separate de- 
partment, and the economics of the one could 
not be considered in association with the 
other.

IRELAND'S PLACE IN THE 
BRITISH MARKET. 


Last: month a prominent Liverpool mer- 
chant announced: that “ during the autumn 
of 1927 Irish eggs were selling at sub- 
stantially higher prices than the best im- 
ported from any other country in the 
world,” and the Report oí the “ Imperial 
Economic Committee on Marketing and Pre- 
paring for Market Foodstuffs produced with- 
in the Empire ” has reported on the impor- 
tant position which the Irish Free State 
holds amongst the exporters of eggs to Great 
Britain, The Report, ‘couched throughout in 
terms most friendly to the Irish Free State, 
and, of course, to Northern Ireland also, 
expresses a belief that British consumers 
‘would give preference to British and Irish 
eggs over those imported from abroad,” In- 
deed, the actual facts embodied in the Re- 
port prove not merely that a natural pre- 
ference is given, but that. in. fact, our ex- 
porters are receiving the best possible treat- 
ment in the British market. The Report 
issued, signed December, and now  pub- 
lished, does not, of course, deal with our 
exports for 1927. It embodies, however, the 
very’ important fact that in 1926 the United 
Kingdom paid 215 millions sterling for eggs. 
and of this the Irish Free State received 
about three millicns, whereas. other portions 
of the Empire received a sum equivalent to 
about one-sixth of this. Now, as Ireland and 
the Dominions between them export less than 
a quarter of the imported into the 
United Kingdom, .it is quite evident that 
there is still a wide market open for Irish 
exporters to explore. And, plainly, this can 
be done without any rivalry—which is as 
undesirable as emulation is. desirable—be 
tween the Irish Free State and Northern 
Ireland, both of whom have a real interest in 
increasing their exnvorts. When it is re- 
membered that three-tourths of the eggs con- 
sumed in Great Britain come from China. 
Denmark, Russia, the Netherlands, and 
other European countries and places 
so far afield as Egypt and _ Argentina, 
it is very evident that our British market 
is almost inexhaustible when compared ‘with 
our potential productivity. The report 
points out that in 1925 China exported into 
Great Britain one and a half times as many 
eggs as the Irish Free State, Denmark also 
exported a larger quantity than we did and 
even Russia exvorted -half as much. Ow 
tendency is upward, but we think the pace 
should be. increased.

Can We Increase Our Export? 

tut if we are not making as much as 
might of oúr egg export, it is still very 
valuable. The Irish farmer is not for once 
ina position to congratulate himself regard- 
ing his place on the British markets. The 
question, however arises whether and hoa he 
can improve that position, Can an increase 
in our export be brought about vathout a 
corresponding diminution in the home 
consumption of our own produce—not always 
a desirable policy? ‘The answer to that 
question will be found in the fact that, 
though in proportion to our population we 
have almost as many fowl in the Irish Free 
State as are reared in the United States, 
Northern Treland and Denmark, the number 
of poultry we 1 Year “per hundred acres of 
crops and. pastures is not so great—the Irish 
Free State only rearing a hundred and 
seventy-six against three hundred and 
twenty-one for Northern Ireland. - Gn the 
other hand, England and Wales produce 
only a hundred and thirty-three and Scot 
land a hundred and twenty-one, but if the 
Committee is report be acted upon, we may 
expect to see the number of poultry increas 
ing in the neighbouring island. + Obviously, 
then, there is room for a considerable 
increase in the export of Irish Free State 
in eggs. This is a policy we think the 
Government can, and should encourage, 
especially if we are correct In suppos- 
ing that the number of egg distribution 
stations in Northern [Ireland (where 
their ‘humber is é Is relatively 
greater than in Saorstat Eireann. 
In 1924 Northern Ireland exported eggs to 
the value of a million and a quarter, and, if 
this may be taken as a fairly typical annual 
figure, it is clear that the exports from that 
part of this country are greater in propor- 
tion than those from the remaining twenty- 
six counties. The really vital point, how- 
ever, is the fact that we have in the export 
of eggs an imperfectly exploited source of 
national revenue... The price is good, and 
could, we believe, be improved by ¢n-opera- 
tion, as practised in some existing [Irish 
societies. That 1s an aspect of the subject, 
we notice, on which the Report is silent. 


Room at the Top. 


It is not, however, sufficiant to increase the 
quantity of our exports, the quality must 
continue to be graded up. There is no grad- 
ing of eggs in England at present, but if 
the advice of the Committee is taken ‘to 
heart, no doubt this will occur. and within 
a short time. However this may be, not 
only must we continue to benefit by our pre- 
sent system of grading, but. we must realise 
that our. overseas rivals are alert. and vigi- 
lant. Our produce has in the Danish egg 
trdde a very serious competitor, indeed, 
high quality ensuring a demand which Danish 
farmers are keen to supply. Canadian grad- 
ing conditions, we learn from the Report, 
‘are very severe, in that four grades are 
imposed for interior quality, more closely 
drawn than those in force in Ireland, and 
these quality ‘grades are definitely linked 
with the weight grades.” Grading apart, it 
is of the utmost importance that we shall 
earn a reputation for supplying not merely 
good and normally fresh eggs, but eggs so 
fresh that our propinquity to our market wil] 
continue to tell in our favour (quality prov- 
ing the importance of propinquity). Whilst, 
then, an increase in our exports is desirable 
—and an improvement in their quality will al. 
ways be continuously desirable so long as 
we are competing on a world market—home 
consumption is not less desirable. From 
this point: of view a very important lesson 
can be learned from Canada. 


How Grading Helps Home Trade. 


That country, 
its exports, had—and _ still 
ing and strict regulations in regard to 
the grading of eggs for export. These regula- 
tions at first only applied to export, but were 
subsequently applied to eggs for home con- 
sumption also, at the request of the trade. 
It has become an offence in Canada to sell 
eggs which are not graded -— barring a few 
specified and defined exceptions. The result 
has been not at all what might have been ex- 
pected—a larger expart, but a greatly in- 
creased home consumption! Jlere is a strange 
fact for legislators to ponder: “The great in- 
crease in local production has so far been un- 
able to keep pace with the local demand. A 
home market has been created of such magni- 
tude that, although production in 1926 was 
more than three times as great as in 1901. ex- 
ports are less than one-third what they were, 
and imports have increased more than fcur- 
fold.'- The net results of grading is thus a 
decrease of exports to Great Britain.

Summarising the situation disclosed in the 
report, it will be seen that this branch of the 
farmers’ industry, which runs side by side 
with dairy farming and pig-raising, has 
achieved an honourable present, and can look 
forward to an improving future. That 
prospect would be still brighter if we could 
hope that through the introduction of more 
winter-laying fowl the disproportion between 
our exports in the months of ."anuary to 
April and those in September to December,.

ONLY TWO KINDS. 


If hens had sense they would go broody 
this weather, and have three weeks rest in a 
comfortable warm bex. Instead, they wander 
about looking forlorn and miserable in the 
wind and rain, and not one in a flock of 150 
thinks of. securing the comfort she mint 
have. Thus, the farmer who wants early 
chicks in. any number must have recourse to 
the incubator. - In previous articles we dis 
cussed making up breeding pens and collect- 
ing eggs. The next step is filling the in- 
cubator. Most farmers who are trying to 
make poultry-keeping profitable, either have 
incubators already or. are thinking of pur- 
chasing them. . The purchase should be made 
early in February, and it may be mentioned 
to those who have incubators already, that it 
seems to take longer to obtain a missing part 
of sanie than to get a new one. Sometimes 
the firms in Dublin who can supply the in- 
cubator cannot supply any special part except 
hy getting it from the makers. A few years 
ago we had a delay of over three weeks by 
not over-hauling our machine in time.

There. are many makes of incubators, but 
only two kinds—those which are heated by 
means of hot water tanks, and those in which 
the in-going air is heated as it passes into 
the egg chamber, or hot-air machines. Many 
people prefer the water tank machine, but we 
have had very good results from a hot air 
incuhator, in one case getting a 93 per cent, 
hatch. The chief point is to buy a well- 
known make. Even if the machine is dearer, 
good results vear atter year will pay for the 
extra outlay. Treat the machine well when 
in use, and also store carefully when no longer 
needed. Each maker supplies instructions for 
working the machine. Study these carefuliv. 
fellow them as well as you can, and you 
should have success if the eggs are good. 


Easy to Work. 


Many people think there is something intri- 
cate about the working of an incubator. On 
the contrary, it is quite simple. Two im- 
portant points are—first, to have the machine 
perfectly steady and level. Use a spirit level 
ts test the latter. Secondly, to make sure 
that the.temperature is correct, according to 
Instructions, and also constant before putting 
in the eggs. Do not put the incubator in a 


room or building where. the sun 
directly on it,

siderably at certain times of the day. Keep 
it where the temperature will remain fairly 
In a corner, but Ina 


shines 


even, and do not put 1 
position where the air will circulate freely 
round it. 


Where to Hatch. 


A quiet barn is a suitable place. Don't 
think the hatch will be a failure altogethe: 
if you make a mistake, such as working at 
another job while cooling the eygys, and if iV- 
ing them out for an hour over the correct 
time, or even letting the lamp go out and 
finding the eggs nearly cold. Both these 
things happened with me, yet the hafch was 
successful. Of course, it is better not to let 
these things happen, but if they do, carry on 
till the end and hope for the best. 

If you have a couple of broody hens when 
starting the incubator, set them the same 
day, and after testing the eggs for fertilit, 
on the seventh day and removing clear ones, 
you. can refill incubator with fertile eggs from 
under the hens, and re-set the hens. E. B.

business can be done in 
growers in Ireland. ‘To be successful in this 
branch of farming, growers should pay atten- 
tion to the following points :— 

Grow varieties of: potatoes which are in 

a aise "Ar 
demand. ‘These inclade British Queen, Great 
Scot, Mav Queen, Sharpe’s Express, Duke of 
York, Eclipse, and King Edward. 

Plant the sets close, so as to obtain a large 
number of tubers of suitable seed size. Large 
tubers are not in demand, and are wasteful 
in grading. 

Use proper manure mixtures, with less sul- 
phate of ammonia in the rank bog soils. 

Early spraying is essential in damp and 
wet seasons especially, otherwise growers will 
have no crop in a year of scarcity, when 
there is a chance of making a large profit. 

‘lubers intended for seed are now graded, 
and all coarse, irregular-shaped and cut 
tubers should. be picked out and not 
marketed as seed. 

Dig the crop earlier in the autumn, and 
secure the tubers in the pits. On no account 
put withered stalks covering tubers in the 
pits. It was very noticeable during the 
digging period last season that plots which 
remained undug until after mid-October pro- 
duced a larger amount of ‘‘ black” tubers 
than a portion of the same plots which were 
dug out earlier. 
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FAULTS IN RIPENING 
CREAM.

The chief faults experienced in the ripen- 
ing of cream are :— 

hipehine in unsuitable or dirty vessels. 
An oak tub, an enamelled bucket, free from 
chips, or a glazed earthenware crock free 
from cracks, may be used. Galvanised 
buckets are unsuitable. 

Keeping cream at too low a temperature 
during the winter months and at too high 
a temperature in summer. The ripening 
temperature should never fall below 50 
degrees (F.), or go over 70 degrees (F.). 
If ripened at too low a temperature :— 

(a) The cream will take a long time te 
ripen. 

(b) The butter will be difficult to gather. 

(c) The butter will have a bad flavour. 

If ripened at too high a temperature :— 

(a) The cream will be over sour. 

(b) The butter will be soft and greasy. 

(c) The flavour and colour of butter will 
be spoiled. 

Keeping the cream too long before churn- 
ing. When cream is ready for. churning it 
should have a pleasant, acid taste, and smell. 

Neglecting to use a starter or adding a 
badly-flavoured starter. (A starter is some- 
thing sour added to the cream to hasten 
the souring; it may be butter-milk or sour 
cream. ) 

Not paying sufficient attention to cleanli- 
ness. Cleanliness is the key-note to success 
in butter-making. Everything with which 
the milk comes in contact from the time 
ib is taken from the cow until it is made 
into butter, should be absolutely clean. 

Keeping the cream in a close, stuffy 
atmosphere. Cream should be ripened in a 
clean, well-ventilated dairy, never in a 
kitchen or bedroom. 

Neglecting 4o stir. the cream while ripen- 
ing. A wooden spoon’ or aluminium stirer 
is suitable.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Questioned with regard to the proposal to 
find a cross-Channel market for Munster- 
grown potatoes, Mr. Cussen, Secretary of the 
Cork Farmers’ Union, told me that, granted 
reasonable freights, they would be able to 
supply the market. In the opinion of a suc- 
cessful Southern tarmer, whom I met during 
the week, potatoes offer as great possibilities 
as sugar beet. If a proper method of market- 
ing were organised he believes that farmers 
would find potatoes as remunerative as beet. 
Potatoes are now selling at £3 per ton, pos- 
sibly the lowest price of the season, and it is 
possible, with proper cultivation, to produce 
12 tons of marketable tubers per acre. Sugar 
beet can be produced in no greater quantity, 
and the maximum price does not exceed £3 
per ton, on which a subsidy must be paid. 
No subsidy has to be paid in connection with 
potatoes. If, said Mr. Cussen, an outlet 
were provided for potatoes at digging time, so 
that they might be taken virtually to the 
quayside for export, considerable expense in 
storage would be saved; and it would be an 
advantage if farmers were made aware of a 
definite time during which potatoes would be 
accepted trom them at the quayside. Or, 
alternately, a central store might be erected 
to which farmers might send in supplies to 
he marketed as the demand required. Such 
farmers, it is proposed,-should receive an ad. 
Vartce on sending in supplies, and the bal- 
ance when the crop is realised. 

The potatoes used tor table purposes in 
England are not those cenerally favoured in 
Ireland. Consequently, farmers desiring to 
cultivate the cross-Channel potato market 
should select varieties stich aS King Edward 
and Arran Consul, 

In tuts country British Queens are 
amongst the most popular potatoes, 
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ENSURING WINTER EGGS. 


The fact that the market value oí eges is 
usually Jow in spring and summer should in- 
duce farmers to make a greater effort for 
the production of eggs during the autumn 
and winter, when prices are high. To do 
this they musi :— 

1. Cull.—Breed from the best layers, mate 
to a pure-bred cock bred from a high-pre duc- 

hen. ‘This is the only method by which 

laying strain can be improved. _ 

Hatch Early.—Heavy breeds, such as the 
Wyandotte and Rhode Island Red. not later 
than Maren; hght breeds, such as the Leg- 
orn and Minorca, not later than April. The 
early-hatched pullet is the winter e pro- 
ducer. 

5. Feed Correctly and Economically: 

4. Have Proper Housing.—Good housing 
-.(a) Shelter. ‘This is essential to the 
p oduction of winter ergs. Clean,’ bright, 
well-ventilated houses induce the birds to 
Stay in and take exercise, rather than stand 
outside in the wet and cold. (b) Comparative 
freedom from disease and insect parasites. 
Sunshine is the best destroyer of disease 
cerms, (e) Clean Eggs.—The use of a drop- 
pings board in a poultry house keeps the 
liter onthe floor clean; thus the hen, when 
entering the uesf, is less likely to soil the

COST OF PRODUCING 
PORK.

Experiments conducted in County Roscom- 
mon clearly show that it pays to feed pigs 
as porkers. For the purpose of estimating the 
actual cost of producing 1 ewt. live-weight 
of pork, six young pigs were selected, all 
from the one litter, and bred on the farm 
where the experiment was conducted. Their 
age at the commencement of the fattening 
period was twelve weeks. The duration of 
the experiment was from 22nd December, 
1926, to 27th March, 1927, or 95 days. The 
meal mixture was composed of equal parts 
of crushed oats, Indian meal, and pollard; 
some waste potatoes were also fed. The 
oats, meal, and pollard mixture was steeped 
with cold water in the morning for evening 
feed, and in the evening for morning feed. 
Milk was not available, and meat meal was 
used as a substitute. (About Ilb. of this was 
fed with every 10lbs. of the meal mixtures. )

This result agrees closely with experi- 
ments conducted at other centres throughout 
the country, and demonstrates clearly that 
pigs can be fattened at a cost that leaves a 
margin of profit. In ums case the pigs were 
sold at 66s. 3d. per cwt. (live weight). All 
the foods were valued at ordinary market 
prices. ‘ 

A liberal ration of a correctly balanced 
food mixture should fatten a pig from the 
bonham stage, i.e., about twelve weeks old. 
in three months, during which time the 
animal should make an average gain of from 
1S to .2lbs. daily. On the other hand, it 
has been found that feeding with incorrectly 
balanced rations may cost considerably more 
to produce one cwt. of pork. ; 


IRISH ABERDEEN-ANGUS

A year of steady progress is recorded in 
the annual report of the Irish Aberdeen- 
Angus Association to be read at a general 
meeting on the 28th inst. at Ballsbridge. At the 
spring sales the average price of Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls was well in advance of all othe’ 
breeds, 244 bulls at ‘Ballsbricige making an 
average of £74 16s., or £11 per head more 
than in 1926. Prices also showed an advance 
at the joint sale of pedigree stock held by 
Messrs. Gavin Low, Ltd. The medals offered 
for competition out of the grant made by the 
parent society were, during 1927, distributed 
as follows :—Leinster 16, Ulster 12, Munster 
10, Connaught 7—total 45, as against a total 
of 36 in 1926. This year the medal scheme 
vill be extended, and, in view of the in- 
creased interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
being taken in Northern Ireland, the Com- 
mittee have decided to present a silver 
perpetual challenge cup to. the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society for competition at 
the May Show, with silver medal to the 
winner. 

The membership during 1927 was increased 
by 33, bringing the total to 117. and the 
accounts for the vear ending 31st December, 


1927, show a credit balance of £55 4s. 4d., as 


| compared with £29 19s. 9d. for 1926, 


Last year 287 cows in the St. Patrick’s 
Cow-Testing Association, Kilkenny, produced 
an-average milk yield of 700 gallons, with an 
average test of 35.7 per cent. butter fat. 
One of the members, received £15 for a calf 
by a recognised bull. The best cov in the 
Association was a non-pedigree registered ten- 
year-old, yjelding 1,415 gallons of milk. 


FARM SEEDS 
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ECONOMY IN STOCK 
FEEDING. 


SOME PRACTICAL METHODS. 


In the course of his paper on ‘‘ Economy 
in the Feeding of Farm Stock’’ atthe annual 
Congress of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society in Waterford, Mr. E. J. 
Sheehy, M.Se., M.R.I.A., Lecturer in Animal 
Nutrition, University College, Dublin, made 
the following points :— 

The low price of stock renders judicious, 
efficient feeding necessary. 

Animal Requirements—Water, minerals or 
hone-formers, proteins or flesh formers, fats 
and starchy foods or fat formers. 

Crops and their products, such as seeds and 
roots, possess all the above constituents, but 
not in the proportions required by the animal. 
Hence the necessity of mixing food for stock. 

Most of our home-produced foods are pre- 
dominantly starchy in nature, belong to the 
same class and may. be compared with one 
another. The following are quantities of 
foods which have similar nutritive value :— 


Roots (turnips and mangolds

Sugar fac tory by products, cheanest form of 
Starchy toods on the market, should not be 
exported. 

Hay, Straw, Ensilage—Less one-sided in 
composition, bat bulky. 

Fish Meal, Meat. and Bone Meal Cakes— 
Purchased because of their high content of 
protein, and sometimes because of their 
minerals, 

The last-mentioned group is more expen- 
sive than the other foods, and, while a certain 
proportion of such foods is necessary, the 
feeding of them beyond that necessary decree 
Is wasteful, i ; 

Protein requirements of mulch 
high— 

Example : Crushed oats, 24lbs.; earth nut 
cake Ilb., per gallon of milk. Malt comb- 
ings are suitable for milch cows and are 
cheap at present prices, Quantity : Feed, 
óilbs. combings (wet) for 1 gallon of milk, 
and for the remaining gallons of milk use the 
foregoing mixture. 

Protein requirements of calves are fairly 
high. 

Example : Crushed oats or maize or barlev. 
or preferably a mixture of these. 6 parts; 
Palm nut cake, ó parts; meat and bone meal 
1 part. . 

Protein reguirements of fattening cattle and 


cows are 


sáil: (partiénlart “aged cattle) are low. 


Example : (Pig), maize or barlev or pollard, 
11 parts; high protein food, 1 part (2 year 
old ox), barley or maize, 8 parts; oats, 1 
part; linseed cake, 1 part. It is wasteful to 
feed a latge proportion of high protein cakes 
to fattening cattle, particularly.on grass. . 
Other Examples: Maize Meal, Potatoes 
Bran—A less efficient food for pigs than 
maize meal, potatoes, bran, meat and bone 
meal, 8 per cent. ; maize meal. potatoes, bran 
meat and bone meal, 16 per cent.; not any 
more efficient than maize meal, potatoes 
bran, meat and bone meal, 8 per cent, : 
Pasiure constitutes a complete food, but it 
requires careful management. 

(a) Short herbage is much more nutritious 
than long, overgrown material. 

(b) Pasture grazed too tightly vields less 
than that grazed moderately close. 

It is a common mistake to allow tlie cattle 
to graze over the entire pasture indis- 
criminately, Close the gates and breaches in 
fences and graze the fields in rotation: 
thereby increase the carrying capacity con- 
siderably, : : 

Feeding of Meals on Pasture: (a) None 
required when a plentitude of nutritious grass 
is available; (b) cheaper to provide extra 
food by manuring pasture than it is to supply 
the food direct in the form of meals. ; 

Separated milk is a complete food ‘and con- 
tains bone and muscle forming materials, in 
addition to fat-producing substances. : 

For Pigs—Cereal meals, separated milk (4 
gallons each daily), constitutes a complete 
diet. 

For Poultry — Grain, — cereal meals,, 
separated milk (ad. lib.), constitutes a com- 
plete. diet. 


daily) almost indispensable, 

Separated milk in above quantities is value 
for 2d.. per gallon; separated milk in excess 
of these quantities is worth about lid. per 
gallon. Separated milk dispenses with the 
necessity for purchasing expensive high pro- 
tein foods. 

In view of present prices should apimals be 
fed—in quantity—sparingly or liberally ? 

Calf—Feed liberally 2fb. meals, 1 to 14 
gallons separated milk daily. 

Late Spring and Winter Calves—Continue 
the meals on grass, Following winter—All 
calves lálb, meals daily, in addition to other 
foods. If calves for sale in late spring ‘or 
early summer—Increase meals after January 
to 2slbs. 

Larly Beef—Treat as remainder of: calves 
throughout the first summer and following 
winter up to January. If for early June 
market—Increase meals at the ‘end of 
January to 4Ibs. If for late summer market— 
Not more than 2lbs. meals while in: house 
during winter, and no meal-feeding on grass. 
Winter fattening (6 months’ period) — The 
feeding of meals in moderate guantity (41bs. 
daily) throughout, is less efficient than the 
limitation of the meals to a few pounds for 
the first two or three months, and the liberal 
feeding of them (8 to 10 Ibs. daily) during 
the latter half of the period. : 

Milch Cows—Economical milk production 
depends on the judicious regnlation of the 
quantity of food. Feed according to yield— 
(a) Provide scoop of size to hold 3 to 34 Ibs. 
(b) Placard the current daily vield of each 
cow in the byre. Feed intensively (give 
minimum of fodder and roots, maximum of 
meals) only if prices warrant doing so. With 
creamery prices prevailing, feed as previously 
advised before this Association and elsewhere. 
Feed before the calving time, so that cow 
commences milking in very strong condition. 

Economise by saving hay. so as to retain 
all its nutritive properties. Green coloured 
hay, cut from grass in the early stages of 
flowering and saved with the maximum of 
speed, is half as nutritious as‘oat#, Over 
sun-dried, rain-washed and weather-worn hay 
is not as valuable as straw. It is waste to 
leave hay in fields in cocks after saving it 
to that. stage. 

The winter period, when animals are fed on 
roots, fodder and meal, is the most expensive 
stage, and the shortening of this period en- 
sures economy in feeding. 

Lean period, from the end of the after- 
grass geason onwards—Cabbage, a cheap 
and suitable food for cows, calves and other 
young cattle, from lst October onwards. 

Lean period at latter end of spring before 
summer grass appears—Very suitable and 
cheap feeding for cattle provided by plot of 
rve, followed by plot of winter vetches and 
oats, followed by Italian rye grass; plot of 
rape for ewes and lambs. 

On small farms especially these fotace 
crops are much cheaper than purchased 
foods. 
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NEED FOR HARROWING. 
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Lack of controlled, grazing and harrowing 
are often indications of the bad management 
of grass land. In the past far more attention 
was paid to rolling and harrowing than at 
present. To encourage the growth of swell 
herbage, harrowing is essential, and for this 
purpose the spiked harrow is best, provided 
that the spikes get into the ground. ‘Lhe 
ordinary chain harrow op rough grass land

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BACON CURING ON THE 
FARM. 


n'a 
Ouite a lot oí attention has been E- 
lately to bacon and ham — in the home 
or on the farm. It is useful to be able 
to cure meats for household consumption, but 
breeders find it profitab'e to se 
their surplus, and a good many also. make 
sausages and similar products. These dr 
velopnients. are doubtless due to the af ; 
prices’ being obtained for pigs, and to w sg 
the prices in the retail shops do not respond, 
writes Mr. L. M. Douglas, 
The caring of hams or bacon is a compara- 
tively simple matter. First of all, it %s i wg 
sary io have perfectly clean surroundings 
and fresh air. All the utensils should be 
thoroughly cleansed, and the hands snopes 
he washed before beginning operations. — - 
dark, cool place is preferable to any other 
for winter’ curing, that 1s to say, from 0- 
vember. to the eud of March, Curing recep- 
tacles are necessary, and these can be of oak, 
slate, earthenware, or cement. The. _ 
thing to do is to prepare a sterile pickle, 
which can be done from the following re- 
cipe:—Take 25lb. of salt, 25lb. pure cane 
No. 1 saltpetre, and make 
allons with water—the total 
f the ingredients and the 
water should be 10 gallons. Boil for ten 
minutes, then allow to settle and cool to the 
temperature of the surrounding atmosphere. 
When cool, the pickle should test about 90 
degs. on the salinometer, and is then ready 


for use, 
*ckling. 
i alee: are pumped by means of a pickis 
pump or syringe, in the blood vein, and 
then placed in the pickle for two days, afte: 
which they should be taken out and the blood 
and pickle pressed out of the blood vein. 
When this has been done, they are laid on a 
bank ‘of salt with the. shank downwards, and 
fare sprinkled lightly with saltpetre, On top 
of that sprinkle a fairly heavy layer of pure 
cane sugar, and, finally, put over all a layer 
of salt. Nothing more need be done to the 
hams,- but just leave them alone and allow 
the curing mixture to penetrate—don’t rub 
them or handle them in any way. — Allow 
them to remain in the cure: for one day for 
feach pound. weight for mild cure, and two 
days for each pound. weight for hams it 1s 
intended to keep.. At the end of the cure 
{ike out of the salt, and wipe them clean and 
drv. They. can’. then be smoked with oak 
sawdust, and the mild cured. meat should be 
consumed before long—the heavier cured will 
keep, .after smokine, for a year, if required. 
The curing of bacon is quite similar. It 
should be pumped with the pickle and then 
sprinkled with the curing ingredients. Boned- 
out meats with the rind on will cure in five 
to seven days, according to weight. Sides 
with. the bone in require fror fourteen to 
twenty-one days, according to weight.

VALUE OF DRIED BEET PULP.

It is gratifying to learn that all the avail- 
able sugar beet pulp in the Irish Free State 
has been taken up by stockfeeders this 
season. Feeding experiments under norma! 
conditions go te show that one stone of dried 
pulp can fake the -place of 7 or 8 stone 
mangels fed to either dairy cows in milk 
or fattening cattle.

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LORD OXFORD’S CAREER. 


ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE 
GREAT LIBERAL 
STATESMAN,

Herbert Henry Asquith, first Earl of Oxford 
and Asquith, and Viscount Asquith of Morley, 
whose death is recorded in. page nine of this 
issue, was born at Morley, Yorkshire, on 
September 12th, 1852, the second son of Mr. 
John Dixon Asguith, of Croft House, and 
Emily, daughter of Mr. W: Willans, of Hud- 
dersfield. His parents were middle-class 
Yorkshire people of marked Liberal and Non- 
conformist views. 

From the City of London School, where 
the foundations of a notable academic career 
were laid, young Asquith went to Balliol 
College, Oxford, and soon became one of the 
foremost among his class-fellows. In the 
schools, at the Union, and in ‘College life he 
carried all before him. The Craven Univer- 
sity Scholarship and a First Class (Lit. Hum., 
1874) were ameng the distinctions of what 
his contemporaries styled the ** Asquith 
year.” The Balliol of Jowett, it has been 
said, aimed at producing a refined, restrained, 
polished, and not ardent type—a man of the 
world, who should also be a scholar and a 
gentleman. No other pupil of the school 
emerged more clearly stamped with its 
methods than the future Liberal statesman. 
' Asquith will succeed,” was the valedictory 
dictum of the Master, “because he is so 
direct.”’ 

Called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1876, 
he devoted himself with diligence to the 
ptactice of his profession. He possessed 
miauy of the gifts that make for forensic 
success—a keenly analytical mind, a quick 
judgment, a clear and fluent diction—qualities 
which, doubtiess, would have won for 
him a leading position at the Bar and 
ultimately a séat upon the judicial bench. 
As circumstances shaped themselves, how- 
ever, his legal career proved to be distin- 
guished rather than brilliant. In one case, 
when Mr. John Burns was his client, he de- 
livered a weighty exposition of the demo- 
cratic side of the law which regulates the 
right of public meeting. Other faculties and 
still more marked abilities were brought into 
play in his cross-examination of Mr. Mac- 
donald during the Parnell Commission. It 
was acknowledged that not half a dozen 
minds in England could have conducted a 
more adroit fence, and when ‘subsequently 
he spoke on the subject of the Commission 
in the House of Commons it became apparent 
that he had found his vocation in politics, 
and that his real career still lay before him. 
He had been elected member for East Fife in 
1886, during the brief period of; Mr. Glad.- 
stone's third Administration. Four vears 
later he joined the Inner Bar, but from that 
time the lawyer became merged in the states- 
man. 


HOME SECRETARY. 

During the last two or three years of the 
Parliament of 1886, Mr. Asquith’s reputation 
Was in the process ot making; it was com- 
pietely established in the first session of the 
Parliament of 1892, when he moved the 
amendment to the Queen’s Speech which re- 
sulted in the fall of the Salisbury Govern- 
ment, and when, as the result of the 
ensuing General Election, Mr. Gladstone 
was placed in: offee for the fourth 
Mr. Gladstone nppointed Mr. Asquith 
as Home Secretary. The appointment was 
weil received,.and the wisdom of the selec- 
tion soon became apparent, for he had con- 
vinced the staff of a Department that had 
suffered greatly from administrative sloven- 
liness§ that a vigorous mind and a character 
of singula: directness were at work upon it. 
No seoner had he entered upon his duties 


than heewas faced with the problem of meet- 


ings in Trafalgar Square. By firmness and 
moderation he put an end to disorder, and 
settled a question which shortly before had 
led to riot, by granting the use of the Square 
for public meetings, under conditions to be 


afterwards arranged between the Chief Com- 


missioner of Police and the Chief Commis- 
sooner of Works.

Í an early age, his eminent o-—‘ifications, both 


as statesman and administrator, had obviously 


i marked him for distinction in the service of 


the State. Now, however, his party remained 
out of office for a decade, and fortune seemed 
to have placed him at a disadvantage. But 
amid the welter of party disorganisation and 
incertitude he foresaw the evolution of a 
policy evhich had sustained temporary checks, 
and laboured to promote its progress, 
patiently awaiting his next opportunity. 

When Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman was 
elected leader of the Opposition in 1889 Mr. 
Asquith joined forces with him, coming still 
more prominently to the front as a miltant 
member of the newer Liberal Party, and as 
a far more forcible and brilliant speaker than 
any of his colleagues. Yet his essential 
loyalty to them was never seriously called 
in question, not even when in 1901 he found 
himself compelled to dissent from what Mr. 
John (afterwards Lord) Morley termed ‘‘ the 
main stream’’ of Liberal opinion in regard to 
the South African war. But Mr. Asquith 
did not hesitate to emphasise his dissent by 
declaring, at a public luncheon in London, 
thai those who agree with me held, and 
still hold, that the war in South Africa was 
neither intended nor desired by the Govern- 
ment and jhe people of Great Britain, but 
that it was forced upon us, without adeanate 
reason, entirely against our will.” He deemed 
it “necessary to say, in the plainest and most 
unequivocal terms, that we have not changed 
our view, and that we do net repent of it, 
and that we shall not recant.”’ 

Throughout the whole ten vears of Oppos 
tion. he never forleited the rood will of th © 
strongly disapproved his actions.

During 1902 and 1903 he addressed a 
series of meetings in opposition to 
(;overnument s Education Bill. Moreover. 
the outset he pitted himself against 
Joseph i Sorell aran and in the latter 
conducted a lively individua. campaign against 
his fiscal proposals, protesting against them 
more persisiently than any other Free Trade 
leader within or without the House oí 
Commons. 

Thirteen years after he first joined the 
Cabinet, Mr. Asquith became Chancellor «f 
the Exchequer. On December 4th, 1905, Mr. 
Balfour resigned, and Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman stepped into his place after a 
genera! election. which proved to be the most 
exciting, and in many respects astonishing, 
that had occurred for many years. The course 
of events in. which Mr Asquith was mainiy 
concerned wow moved rapidly. His tentative 
political creed, embodying some ‘principles sí 
the new .Liberalism, was submitted to his 
constituents at Ladybank late in the 
vear (October, - 1906). He _ disclaimed 
any fear of Socialism, to which he 
saw no tendency among the great mass of the 
people. But there was work in connection 
with overcrowding, temperance, the training 
of the young, and the unmerited indizence 
of the old, which only the State could super- 
vise, and here Liberalism and the Libera!

APPOINTED PREMIER. 

On April 18, 1907, Mr. Asquith, as Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, made his Budget state- 
ment. It occupied two and a hali hours in 
delivery. His financial explanations were 
characteristically lucid, and his eloquent ap- 
peals made a great impression, and were 
sometimes cordially cheered. An event, oí the 
first importance, foreseen for some weeks, 
now occurred at an unexpected moment. On 
April 5, 1908, King Edward, who was spend- 
ing his spring holiday at Biarritz, received 
Sir H. Campbell-Rannerman’s (the Prime 
Minister} resignation, tendered “on the 
argent representations of his medical ad- 
visers.”” 

On April 7 Parliament was adjourned for 
a week, Mr. Asquith having been summoned 
to Biarritz, and in the interim his appoint- 
ment as Prime Minister and First Lord of 
the Treasury was announced. The intimation 
was variously received. Mr. Asquith was not

THE ISSUE KNIT. 

It was now incumbent on im to place the 
policy of his Cabinet hefore the electorate 
in its new development under the circum- 
stances that had ar and he found his 
opportunity on December 10th, when he ad- 
dressed a cathering of 10.000 Liberals in the 
Albert Hall. Dealing in. the first place with 
the question of the House of Lords, he said— 
‘**We shall not assume office, and we shall 
not hold office, unless we can secure the 
safeguards which experience shows to be 
necessary to. the legislative utility and 
honour of the Partv Progress. We 
are going to ask the country to give us 
utthority to apply an effeetive remedy to in- 
tolerable conditions.” There was, he declared 
no intention of abolishing the House of 
Lords, or of setting up a Single Chamber. 
gut the “' veto '’ must go, the power 
of forcing a dissolution must go, and ‘‘ the 
will of the people, as deliherately expressed 
by their elected representatives, must, within 
the limits of the lifetime of a single Partia. 
ment, be made effective.”’ 

Furthermore, Mr. Asquith gave a pledge 
to the Irish Nationalist section of his sup- 
porters. He described Home Rule from the 
Liberal point of view as ‘‘a policy which, 
while explicitly sa'eguarding the supreme 
and indefeasible authority of the Imperial 
Parliament. -will set up in Ireland a system 
of full self-government in regard to purely 
Trish affairs. There is not, and there cannot 
be,” he added, ' any question of separation. 
There is not, and there cannot be, any, ques- 
tion of rival or competing supremacies. But, 
subiect to these conditions, that is the 
Liberal policv.”” On December 23rd it was 
announced that the writs for the General 
Election would issue on the 10th of January 
—the second Monday in that month—as in 
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RETURNED TO POWER. 

Upon Mr.. Asquith’s return to power with 
a composite majority in the early days of 1910, 
the question of the Houses still was in the 
forefront of political affairs, but the Spring 
had hardly run its course when the death 
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of King Edward called a temporary truce to 
controversy. . Asquith, who had been 
received by the King of Fortugal at Lisbon 
on the 2nd of May, was still abroad when the 
Ag” reached him from Buck- 
astening home, he arrived 
9th, and had audience of 
his present Majesty on the day following. 
The momentous Constitutional issue, how- 
ever, could not for long be kept in abey- 
ance, and after the remains of King 
Edward had — been lad to 
its discussion ~ was org genes + 
erha in a more temperate spirit. 

The Veto Conference was the outcome of 
a genuine desire to find a reasonable modus 
vivendi between the two Houses of the Legis- 
ture. Its first meeting took place on June 
17, but after twenty-one sittings It separated 
on November 16, without arriving at any 
conclusion. Mr. Asquith thereupon went to 
Sandringham to convey the news to the 
King, and next day formally reported the 
failure of the Conference to the House of 
Commons. 

On the 18th of the same month the Prime 
Minister announced his: intention to appeal 
to the constituencies on the question of the 
reconstruction of the House of Lords, seek- 
ing a full mandate for a free hand. The 
Dissolution of Parliament took effect on the 
28th, but not before Lord Lansdowne, in his 
capacity as Leader of the Opposition in the 
Upper House, had carried a motion affirming 
the leading principles of a drastic scheme ot 
Reform to be embodied in a bill, notice ol 
which he gave for the next ensuing Session. 
The outcome of the second General Election 
of 1910 was to reinstate Mr. Asquith in 
office, though again with a mixed majority, 
in which, as before, the Irish Nationalist 
vote represented the chief factor. 

The Prime Minister now had claim—not 
admitted by his opponents—to hold a man- 
date for the Parliament Bill, which he intro- 
duced almost at once. The provisions of this 
bill, and the steps by which it became law 
(the Prime Minister announcing in the last 
stage that the King had agreed to raise the 
Liberal strength in the House of Lords by 
the creation of a host of new peers if the 
House as then constituted should refuse the 
measure)—these facts form a chapter in the 
constitutional history of Britain, and need 
not be recounted here. The change in the 
constitutional relations of the two Houses 
altered the prospects for Home Ryle, and 
the Government of Ireland Bill was the next 
important measure produced by the Govern- 
ment. There were hints of a Welsh Church 
Disestablishment measure, and a Land 
measure consequential to the 1909 Budget, to 
follow. 
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Visit TO DUBLIN. 

The Home Rule Bill, as it. was called 
generally, although actually styled a Bill for 
the Better Government of Ireland, was intro 
duced in 1912, and accepted in due 
course by the National Convention in 
Dublin. Soon after the latter event 
Mr. Asquith visited Dublin, and on driving 
through the streets in company with Mr. 
Redmond, the Nationaiist leader at that time, 
received the acclaim of the Nationalist sup- 
porters. The movement for woman suffrage 
at that period was in the hands of the 
militant “ Suffragette’’ party. Mr. Asquith, 
with the firm directness that he gould show 
when he chose, had declared himself opposed 
to the claims of women to the vote, and of 
all the public men of the day he was the 
one most hated by the “ wild women,” as the 
militants were called. 

In the course of the drive through Dublin, 
what was described as a hatchet—though the 
description was afterwards challenged—was 
thrown towards the carriage by a woman in 
Sackville street. The missile did no damage, 
but the incident was one of the most 
picturesque among the many malignancies of 
the female agitators. After the war, many 
vears later, Mr. Asquith withdrew his oppusi- 
tion to the grant of the vote to women, say- 
ing that in view of women’s part in the war 
it could not be denied to them. 


THE CURRAGH REVOLT. 

The Home Rule question loomed large in 
the political history of the next two years. 
[he bill was twice reiected by the House of 
Lords, and in 1914 was before the House of 
Commons for the third time. Under the

‘Curragh revolt ’’ of certain Army officers, 
in regard to instructions to move to the 
North of Ireland, led to the resignation of 
Colonel Seeley from the Minisiry. The 
murder at Serajevo of the Austrian Archduke 
occurred a few weeks later, and although few 
persons m England then anticipated what 
might come of it, that event had an ‘:m- 
mediate bearing on the Home Rule situation. 
The King summoned the Buckingham Palace 
Conference of party leaders, including among 
them Mr. Redmond and Sir Edward (after- 
wards Lord) Carson. Although the utmost 
secrecy was observed there cag be little 
doubt now that the European <iPuation was 
expiained, and that a genuine effort 
made by all parties to reach an accommoda- 
tion. 

The Conference broke up at last without 
result, although the issue had been narrowed 
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Fermanagh. Civil war seemed | inevitable, 
but a far greater struggle supervened im- 
mediately. Mr. Redmond pledged Nationalist 
Ireland to the support of the Allied cause; 
the Home Rule Bill was passed, but. was sus- 
pended from operation; the Ulster Volunteer 
force was made the basis of the Ulster Divi- 
sicn of the Kitchener Army, and a month or 
two later Mr. * Asquith visited Dublin to 
a:idress a recruiting meeting at the Mansion 
House, at which he was supported by Mr. 
Redmond and other Nationalist leaders and 
by representatives of the Southern Unionists. 
As regards. Ulster, he had given the pledge 
that “ the Government will never countenance 
or consider the coercion of Ulster.” 
THE GREAT WAR. 

It was in the last davs of July and the first 
days of August, 1914, that Mr. Asquith and 
his Cabinet, in which Sir Edward Grey was 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, were gravely 
concerned with the situation created by Ger- 
many s mobilisation ostensibly in support of 
\us ria, and the signs that she intended to 
celiver an attack on France through Belgium 
In the policy that was followed then Mr. 
Asquith carried with him all his colleagues, 
except Lord Morley and Mr. Jchn Burns, in 
the Cabinet, and Mr. C. P. Trevelyan, a 
ininor member of the Government. — In the 
week preceding the declaration of war he left 
the explanation of the deepening gravity of 
ths situation largely to ithe Foreign 
secretarv, Sir Edward(now Lord) Grev. but 
once the die was cast for the great interna- 
tional conflict Mr. Asquith was an interpreter 
of the national will who could not have been 
surpassed by any statesman of his time. 

In the later days of the struggle Mr. Llovd 
'eorge s qualities appeared to be more in 
place; but Mr. Asquith’s air of judicial 
decision on the issues, and of solemn: resolve 
to go forward unremittingly in a struggle to 
which the nation had committed itself only 
on provocation that made it inevitable, was 
perfectly in accord with the need of the day. 
Never were Mr. Asquith’s oratorical rifts 
more to the point, and never more effectively 
applied, than ir his expressions of national 
thonght at that time. 

NO LONGER PREMIER. 

Fight months after the déclaration of war. 
and when the strugzle was assuming an ever 
sterner aspect, Mr. Asquith—who had handed 
the War Ministry over to Lord Kitchener in 
the first week of the war—invited the leadere 
of the other parties in the State to join him 
im a Coalition Government. The Asquith 
Coalition was formed in May, 1915, ard con- 
tinued till December, 1916. Following on a 
general spread of the impression that a more 
vigorous handling of the direction of offair< 
was required. Mr. Asquith fonnd that he did 
net command the complete confiderce of his 
colleagues in the Cabinet. and handed in hie 
resignation. He was succeeded by Mr. Tlovad 
George. The chenge, with its promise of 
newly intensified effort, heartened the nation: 
but the complaints respecting Mr. Asauith’s 
direction have never beew resolved into anv 
particular allegation of mishandling. 

While still Prime Minister his speeches had 
been as forceful and cogent as ever: his 
activity was considerable, including visits to 
the theatre of war in France and conferences 
with Allied chiefs in Paris and Rome: and 
in a less positive sense it mav be judeed 
that his eminent quality of discretion 
saved many a blunder. He recoenised that 
the full measure of Allied co-operation must 
be reached by degrees: and in the meantime 
the relations with the United States of 
America, on which so much depended, were 
extremely delicate. Mr. Lloyd George had no 
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Much attention is being directed, now-a-days, to outlining 
the principles of healthful living, and the importance 
of the right food, of exercise, of sunlight, and of 
intestinal cleanliness in the care of the body.

LORD OXFORD’S CAREER. 


ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE 
GREAT LIBERAL 
STATESMAN, 


, 
— 


Herbert Henry Asquith, first Earl of Oxford 
and Asquith, and Viscount Asquith of Morley, 
whose death is recorded in. page nine of this 
issue, was born at Morley, Yorkshire, on 
September 12th, 1852, the second son of Mr. 
John Dixon Asguith, of Croft House, and 
Emily, daughter of Mr. W. Willans, of Hud- 
dersfield. His parents were middle-class 
Yorkshire people of marked Liberal and Non- 
conformist views. 

From the City of London School, where 
the foundations of a notable academic career 
were laid, young Asquith went to Balliol 
College, Oxford, and soon became one of the 
foremost among his class-fellows. In the 
schools, at the Union, and in College life he 
carried all before him. The Craven Univer- 
sity Scholarship and a First Class (Lit. Hum., 
1874) were among the distinctions of what 
his contemporaries styled the * Asquith 
year.” The Balliol of Jowett, it has been 
said, aimed at producing a refined, restrained, 
polished, and not ardent type—a man of the 
world, who should also be a scholar and a 
gentleman. No other pupil of the school 
emerged more clearly stamped with its 
methods than the future Liberal statesman. 
‘‘ Asquith will succeed,” was the valedictory 
dictum of the Master, ‘‘ because he is so 
direct.” 

Called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1876, 
he devoted himself with diligence to the 
ptactice of his profession. e possessed 
many of the gifts that make for forensic 
success—a keenly analytical mind, a quick 
judgment, a clear and fluent diction—qualities 
which, doubtiess, would have won íor 
him a leading position at the Bar and 
ultimately a seat upon the judicial bench. 
As circumstances shaped themselves, how- 
ever, his legal career proved to be distin- 
guished rather than brilliant. In one case, 
when Mr. John Burns was his client, he de- 
livered a weighty exposition of the demo- 
cratic side of the law which regulates the 
right of public meeting. Other faculties and 
still more marked abilities were brought into 
play in his cross-examination of Mr. Mac- 
donald during the Parnell Commission. I¢ 
was acknowledged that not half~a dozen 
minds in England could have conducted a 
more adroit fence, and when ‘subsequently 
he spoke on the subject of the Commission 
in the House of Commons it became apparent 
that he had found his vocation in politics, 
and that his real career still lay before him. 
He had been elected member for East Fife in 
1886, during the brief period of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s third Administration. Four. vears 
later he joined the Inner Bar, but from that 
time the lawyer became merged in the states- 
man. 


HOME SECRETARY. 

ae the last two or three years of the 
arhament of 1886, Mr. Asquith’s reputation 
Was in the process ot making; it was com- 
pietely established in the first session of the 
Parliament of 1892, when he moved the 
amendment to the Queen’s Speech which re- 
sulted in the fall of the Salisbury Govern- 
ment, and when, as the result of the 
General Election, Mr. Gladstone 
was placed in offee for the fourth 
time. Mr, Gladstone appointed Mr. Asquith 
as Home Secretary. The appointment was 
well received, and the wisdom of the selec- 
tion soon became apparent, for he had con- 
vinced the staff of a Department that had 
suffered greatly from administrative sloven- 
liness that a vigorous mind and a character 
of singula: directness were at work upon it. 
No seoner had Le entered upon his duties 
than heewas faced with the problem of meet- 
ings in Trafalgar Square. By firmness and 
moderation he put an end to disorder, and 
settled a question which shortly before had 
led to riot, by granting the use of the Square 
for public meetings, under conditions to be 
afterwards arranged between the Chief Com- 
missioner of Police and the Chief Commis- 
s oner Works.

But 
amid the welter of party disorganisation and 
incertitude he foresaw the evolution of a 
policy evhich had sustained temporary checks, 
and laboured to promote its progress, 
patiently awaiting. his next opportunity. 

When Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman was 
elected leader of the Opposition in 1889 Mr. 
Asquith joined forces with him, coming still 
more prominently to the front as a militant 
member of the newer Liberal Party, and as 
a far more forcible and brilliant speaker than 
any of his colleagues. Yet his essential 
loyalty to them was never seriously called 
in question, not even when in 1901 he found 
himself compelled to dissent from what Mr. 
John (afterwards Lord) Morley termed ‘“ the 
main stream ”’ of Liberal opinion in regard to 
the South African war. But Mr. Asquith 
did not hesitate to emphasise his dissent by 
declaring, at a public luncheon in London, 
thai those who agree with me held, and 
still hold, that the war in South Africa was 
neither intended nor desired by the Govern- 
ment and jhe people of Great Britain, but 
that it was forced upon us, without adeauate 
reason, entirely against our will.” He deemed 
it “ necessary to say, in the plainest and most 
unequivocal terms, that we have not changed 
our view, and that we do not repent of it, 
and that we shall not recant.”’ 

Throughout the whole ten vears of Oppos: 
tion, he never forfeited the good will of those 
who most strongly disapproved his actions. 
During 1902 and 1903 he addressed a long 
series of meetings in opposition to the 
Government's Education Bill. Moreover, from 
the outset he pitted himself against Mr. 
Joseph Estisteeslain. and in the latter vear 
conducted a lively individua. campaign against 
his fiscal proposals, protesting against them 
more persisiently than any other Free Trade 
leader within without the House of 
Commons. 

Thirteen years after he first joined the 
Cabinet, Mr. Asquith became Chancellor «cf 
the Exchequer. On December 4th, 1905, Mr. 
Balfour resigned, and Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman stepped into his place after a 
general election. which proved to be the most 
exciting, and in many respects astonishing, 
that had occurred for many years. The course 
of events in. which Mr Asquith was mainiy 
concerned now moved rapidly. His tentative 
political creed, embodying some ‘principles «of 
the new .Liberalism, was submitted to his 
constituents at Ladybank late in the 
vear (October, 1906). He _ disclaimed 
any fear of Socialism, to which he 
saw no tendency among the great mass of the 
people. But there was work in connection 
with overcrowding, temperance, the training 
of the young, and the unmerited indicence 
of the old, which only the State could s»per- 
vise, and here Liberalism and the Libera! 
Party had a snecial miss‘on. 

APPOINTED PREMIER. 

On April 18, 1907, Mr. Asquith, as Chanicel- 
lor of the Exchequer, made his Budget state- 
ment. It eccupied two and a half hours in 
delivery. His financial explanations were 
characteristically lucid, and his eloquent ap- 
peals made a great impression, and were 
sometimes cordially cheered. An event, oí the 
first importance, foreseen for some weeks, 
now occurred at an unexpected moment. On 
April 5, 1908, King Edward, who was spend- 
ing his spring holiday at Biarritz, received 
Sir H. Campbell-Rannerman’s (the Prime 
Minister) resignation, tendered “on the 
urgent -representations of his medical ad- 
visers.”” 

On April 7 Parliament was adjourned for 
a week, Mr. Asquith having been summoned 
to Biarritz, and in the interim his appoint- 
nent as Prime Minister and First Lord of 
the Treasury was announced. The intimation 
was variously received. Mr. Asquith was not 
popular either with the extreme Labour Party 
or with Irish Nationalists, who “om- 
p ined that, whereas the late Premier had

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of King Edward called a temporary truce to 
controversy. Mr. uith, who had been 
received by the King of Fortugal at Lisbon 
on the 2nd of May, was still abroad when the 
unex m reached him from Buck- 
ingham Palace. Hastening home, he arrived 
in London on the 9th, and had audience of 
his present Majesty on the day following. 
The momentous Constitutional issue, how- 
ever, could not for long be kept in abey- 
ance. and after the remains of King 
Edward had been lad to rest, 
its discussion ~ was resumed, though 
haps, in a more tem te spirit. 

The Veto Conference was the outcome of 
a genuine desire to find a reasonable modus 
vivendi between the two Houses of the Legis- 
ture. Its first meeting took place on June 
17, but after twenty-one sittings It separated 
on November 16, without arriving at any 
conclusion. Mr. Asquith thereupon went to 
Sandringham to convey the news to the 
King, and next day formally reported the 
failure of the Conference to the House of 
Commons. | 

On the 18th of the same month the Prime 
Minister announced his intention to appeal 
to the constituencies on the guestion oí the 
reconstruction of the House of Lords, seek- 
ing a full mandate for a free hand. The 
Dissolution of Parliament took effect on the 
28th, but not before Lord Lansdowne, in his 
capacity as Leader of the Opposition in the 
Upper House, had carried a motion affirming 
the leading principles of a drastic scheme ot 
Reform to be embodied in a bill, notice of 
which he gave for thé next ensuing Session. 
The outcome of the second General Election 
of 1910 was to reinstate Mr. Asquith in 
office, though again with a mixed majority, 
in which, as before, the Irish Nationalist 
vote represented the chief factor. 

The .Prime Minister now had claim—not 
admitted by his opponents—to hold a man- 
Gate for the Parliament Bill, which he intro- 
duced almost at once. The provisions of this 
bill, and the steps by which it became law 
(the Prime Minister announcing in the last 
stage that the King had agreed to raise the 
Liberal strength in the House of Lords by 
the creation of a host of new peers if the 
House as then constituted should refuse the 
measure)—these facts form a chapter in the 
constitutional history of Britain, and need 
not be recounted here. The change in the 
constitutional relations of the two Houses 
altered the prospects for Home Ryle, and 
the Government of Ireland Bill was the next 
important measure produced by the Govern- 
ment. There were hints of a Welsh Church 
Disestablishment measure, and a Land 
measure consequential to the 1909 Budget, to 
follow. 


VISIT TO DUBLIN. 

The Home Rule Bill, as it was called 
generally, although actually styled a Bill for 
the Better Government of Ireland, was intro- 
duced in 1912, and accepted in due 
course by the National Convention in 
Dublin. Soon after the latter’ event 
Mr: Asquith visited Dublin, and on driving 
through the streets in company with Mr. 
Redmond, the Nationaiist leader at that time, 
received the acclaim of the Nationalist sup- 
porters. The movement for woman suffrage 
at that period was in the hands of the 
militant “ Suffragette’’ party. Mr. Asquith, 
with the jirm directness that he gould show 
when he chose, had declared himself ‘opposed 
to the claims of women to the vote, and. of 
all the public men of the day he was the 
one most hated by the “ wild women,” as the 
militants were called. 

In the course of the drive through Dublin, 
what was described as a hatchet—though the 
description was afterwards challenged—was 
thrown towards the carriage by a woman in 
Sackville street. The missile did no damaze, 
but the incident was one of the most 
picturesque among the many malignancies of 
the female agitators. After the war, many 
years later, Mr. Asquith withdrew his oppusi- 
tion to the grant of the vote to women, say- 
ing that in view of women’s part in the war 
it could not be denied to them. 


THE CURRAGH REVOLT. 

The Home Rule question loomed large in 
the political history of the next two years. 
The bill was twice rejected by the House of 
Lords, and in 1914 was before the House of 
Commons for the third time. Under the 
Parliament Act, it would, if then passed, be 
come law, without the assent of the House of 
Lords. Without recounting now the history 
of the struggle as a whole it may be recalled 
that Mr. Asquith personally took charge of 
the War Office, when the series of incidents 
connecied with what was known as the 
‘* Curragh revolt’’ of certain Army officers, 
In regard to instructions to move to the 
North of Ireland, led to the resignation of 
Colonel Seeley from the Minisiry. The 
murder at Serajevo of the Austrian Archduke 
occurred a few weeks later, and although few 
persons in England then anticipated what 
might come of it, that event had an ‘m- 
mediate bearing on the Home Rule situation. 
The King summoned the Buckingham Palace 
Conference of party leaders, including among 
them Mr. Redmond and Sir Edward (after- 
wards Lord) Carson. Although the utmost 
Secrecy was observed there cag be little 
doubt now that the European iteation was 
explained, and that a genuine effort was 
made by all parties to reach an accommoda- 
tion. 

The Conference broke up at last without 
result, although the issue had been narrowed 
down to the disposal of counties Tyrone and 
Fermanagh. Civil war seemed inevitable, 
but a far greater struggle supervened im- 
mediately. Mr. Redmond pledged Nationalist 
Ireland to the support of the Allied cause; 
the Home Rule Bill was passed, but was sus- 
pended from operation; the Ulster Volunteer 
orce was made the basis of the Ulster Divi- 
sion of the Kitchener Army, and a month or 
two later Mr.*Asquith visited Dublin to 
a‘idress a recruiting meeting at the Mansion 
House, at which he was supported by Mr. 
Kedmond and other Nationalist leaders and 
by representatives of the Southern Unionists. 
As regards Ulster, he. had given the pledge 
that “the Government will never couhtenance 
or consider the coercion of Ulster.” 

THE GREAT WAR. 

It was in the last days of July and the first 
days of August, 1914, that Mr. Asquith and 
his Cabinet, in which Sir Edward Grev was 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, were gravely 
concerned with the situation created by Ger- 
many s mobilisation ostensibly in support of 
\ustria, and the signs that she intended to 
deliver an attack on France through Belgium. 
In the policy that was followed then Mr. 
Asquith carried with him all his colleagues, 
except Lord Morley and Mr. John Burns, in 
the Cabinet, and Mr. C. P. Trevelyan, a 
minor member of the Government. In the 
week preceding the declaration of war he left 
the explanation of the deepening gravity of 
ths situation largely to ithe Foreign 
sex retarv, Sir Edward (now Lord) Grev, but 
once the die was cast for the great interna- 
tional conflict Mr. Asquith was an interpreter 
of the national will who could not have been 
surpassed by any statesman of his time. 

In the later days of the struggle Mr. Llovd 
George's qualities appeared to be more in 
place; but Mr. Asquith’s air of judicial 
decision on the issues, and of solemn resolve 
to go forward unremittingly in a struggle to 
which the nation had committed itself only 
on provocation that made it inevitable, was 
perfectly in accord with the need of the day. 
Never were Mr. Asquith’s oratorical vifts 
more to the point, and never more effectively 
applied. than in his expressions of national 
thonght at that time. 

NO LONGER PREMIER. 

Fight months after the déclaration of war. 
and when the struggle was assuming an ever 
sterner aspect, Mr. Asquith—who had handed 
the War Ministry over to Lord Kitchener in 
the first week of the war—invited the leader< 
of the other parties in the State to join him 
im a Coalition Government. The Asquith 
Coalition was formed in May, 1915, and con- 
tinned till December, 1916. Following on a 
general spread of the imnression that a more 
vigorous handling of the direction of affair: 
was required. Mr. Asqrith found that he did 
not command the complete -confiderce of his 
colleagues in the Cahinet. and handed in his 
resignation. He was succeeded by Mr. Lilevd 
Creorge The chenge, with its promise of 
newly intensified effort. heartened the nation: 
but the complaints respecting Mr. Asaquith’s 
direction have never beew resolved into any 
particular allegation of mishandling. 

While still Prime Minister his speeches had 
been as forceful and cogent as ever: his 
activity was considerable, including visits to 
the theatre of war in France and conference< 
with Allied chiefs in Paris and Rome: ar? 
in a less positive sense it mav be indeed 
that his eminent quality of discretion 
saved many a blunder. He recoenised that 
the full measure of Allied co-operation must 
be reached by degrees: and in the meantime 
the relations with the United States of 
America, on which so much depended, were 
extremely delicate.

In September, 1916, while still Prime 
Minister, Mr. Asquith suffsved a sore be- 
reavement in the ceath in action of his son 
taymond, whose brilliant career. at Oxford 
and promise of suecess in Parliament had 
been a matter of pride and joy to his father. 

Displaced from the Premiership, but nof in 
Opposition, Mr. Asquith’s position was 
peculiar. Obscurity was impossible, and 
activity was unthinkable. His delivery of 
the Romanes Lecture, an interesting dis- 
quisition on the Victorian era, in 1918 1s the 
only event for notice in the remainder of the 
war period. It indicated that his occupation 
during that time was mainly intellectual re- 
freshment.

[reland was among the purchasers of four- 
figure bulls at the second and concluding day's 
sale of shorthorns at Perth yesterday, which 
was conducted by Messrs. Macdonald, Fraser 
and Co. There were many exciting ‘tussles 
between home breeders and tose operating 
for the Argentine to get possession of the 
most aristocratic bulls. Trade was remark- 
ably brisk, the average for bulls, apart from 
the “‘boom’ years of 1919 to 1921, being the 
highest in the history of the breed at Perth, 
For 284 bulls the average was £150 4s, 11d., 
compared with £128 6s. 10d. last year. The 
total amount realised over both days was 
£44,608, as against £59,252 last year.

three feet long and one foot wide,

at full power to free the vehicle. 

For some time past this part of the 
bridge has been under repair. Some of 
the beams underneath the roadway of the 
drawbridge, it was stated yesterday even- 
ing, are in a state of decay. The port- 
cullis shook as traffic passed over it 
vesterday afternoon, and it is believed 
that the Corporation will have to carry 
out considerable repairs at once,

Mr. Douglas moved that a joint committee 
consisting of ' six members of the Dail and 
six members of the Seanad, with the Chairman 
of each House ex-officio should be appointed 
to consider and report what changes, if any, 
are desirable in the constitution, powers and 
method of election of members of Seanad 
Eireann, and to recommend any consequential 
changes in the Constitution of Saorstat 
Eireann which they consider necessary; the 
Committee te make an interim report with 
regard to the method of election as goon as 
possible, and not later than March 3ist next; 
and that a message be sent to the Dail re- 
questing their concurrence in this resolution.” 

The Government had made it clear that 
they wished to make some change before the 
next election came about. To appoint a com- 
mittee which might go on indefinitely would 
be to postpone any change until after the 
next election, and Mr. Douglas said that he 
thought that a bona fide no-party effort 
should be made to change the present method 
before the next election. 

Mr. H. S. Guinness seconded the amend.

i THE AMERICAN SYSTEM. 

_ Sir Thomas Esmonde said that he considered 
it would be very useful to have the Speaker 
of the Dail and the Chairman of the Senate 
ex-oficio members of the Committee. 

He thought the American system set a 
good precedent, where two senators were put 
forward for each State and elected by the 
State to the Second Chamber or Senate. He 
thought that they could have in the twenty- 
six counties two members elected for each 
county. He held that senators should be 
elected and be directly responsible to the 
people. The proper way of approaching the 
subject was by a joint committee of both 
Houses, 

Mr. McLoughlin said that the second 
largest political party in the State had de- 
clared it to be their policy to wipe out the 
Senate Sa: Having failed to wipe us 
out (the Senate) by kidnapping Senators 
and burning their houses, they saw a gentler 
mode of despatch and found there was a con- 
Stitutional way to settle their differences with 
Senators. The Senate has justified its exist- 
ence, and the work done in that Chamber 
would compare favourably with the work 
done in any Second Chamber in the world. 

In the Free State they had a political 
party not only without any experience of 
moulding or passing legislation, but even 
without the rudiments of ordinary political 
common-sense. If they attempted to put 
into legislative form the crude theories with 
which they had been regaling the country 
fo the last five years, he thought that they 
would not only require a cooling chamber, 
but a sort of intercepting tank, and the 
apostles of economy wotild discover the 
country landed in additional expenses, in- 
stead of its position being improved. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S PLANS. 

Mr. Hooper said that he thought it was 
desirable that there should be an assurance 
that the Joint Committee would receive 
every possible information on the matter, 
and the advice of expert officials. 

Chairman—Yon think it would expedite 
matters if the Committee were in possession 
of the Government plans?

DOG-BREEDING IN 
ANCIENT IRELAND. 


An interesting lecture. on “The Irish 
Terrier’ was’ delivered by Mr. James 
Brabazon at a meeting of the Irish Kennel 
Club in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, who presided, in intro- 
ducing Mr. Brabazon, said that he was known 
as the leading fancier of Irish terriers in 
Ireland. 

Mr. Brabazon said that it could be accepted 
as a fact that the old black and tan rough- 
coated terrier was the primary and dominant 
breed prevailing long ago. 

The Airedale terrier, he said, was formerly 
known as the waterside terrier, and the 
modern breed had some other hound blood in 
it. The fox terrier grew up with the huntinz 
clubs. The bull terrier was obviously a cross- 
breed, and the only type of terrier that had 
a strong well-filled-out foreface, with deep 
muzzle. 

Mr. Brabazon, continuing, gave particulars 
of the different types of the Scottish terrier, 
and referred briefly to local breeds, such as 
the Bedlington terrier. The varieties of 
terriers had been as numerous as the hunts 
and clubs before the advent of shows and 
the consequent segregation of the types. 

IRISH BREEDS. 

The native Irish breeds of dogs had an 
older history than any breed of dog in 
England, or in the world. “Nowhere in the 
history of other countries was there to he 
found anything comparable with the records 
handed down from past generations of the 
grace and ‘power of the lordly wolfhound. 
whose prowess was told of in song and in 
story by the bards. No other breed carried 
the hallmark of aristocratic breeding as did 
the Irish red setter. The water spaniel was 
a pure Irish breed. They could not forget 
that great little dog, the Irish terrier, so 
typical of the country and the people in its 
inoorrigibility and contrariness at times, and. 
again, in its essential Jovableness and in the 
companionship it afforded its owner. 

Mr. Brabazon declared that they had every 
reason to be-proud of their native dogs, and 
asked that every possible means be taken to 
revive enthusiasm in them. Their dogs were 
pioneer breeds, because of their inherited 
qualities which set them apart from other 
breeds. ; 

THE BREHON LAWS. 

One of the greatest proofs that the ancient 
[rish: culture and civilisation was far in 
advance of all others was the fact that the 
famous code of laws—the Brehon Laws—con- 
tainea a number of rules and regulations 
which governed and controlled the possession. 
breeding and care of dogs in Ireland. ana 
which made provision for stiff penalties for ill- 
treatment or injury to dogs. All this was 
before the Christian era; These laws 
concerned fully twenty different breeds 
and showed, without cavil, that w 
ancient, [reland dog hreeding and trainine 
was a practised art. The breeds mentioned 
in the Jaws ranged from the wolfhound and 
the hound used for tracking, attacking and 
defending down to the ordinary house 
lapdog. : 

In conclusion, Mr. Brabazon made a strong 
appeal for the preservation of the nationality 
of the Irish terrier. It was a creature com- 
panionable and courageous, with strong pro- 
tective instincts. It was a a among dogs. 

THE IRISH KENNEL CLUB. 

Mr. Justice Hanna thanked Mr. Brabazon 
for his splendid lecture, which had been able. 
courageous and critical, and spoken from 
deep experience and knowledge. The Irish 
red setter and the Irish terrier requirad all 
the support that could be given. THe Irish 
Kennel. Club had the interests of the Irish 
terrier at heart and were putting up a cup 
ior competition. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hanna said that unless 
something was done, on the lines projected 
by the club, the Irish terrier would disapneaí 
from the show bench within the next twenty 
years. : 


DUNDALK EPIDEMIC,

DOCTORS UNABLE TO TRACE 
SOURCE OF INFECTION. 

At a meeting of the Dundalk Urban Council 
yesterday, it was reported that there had been 
several fresh cases of diphtheria and scarla- 
tina, and that the doctors were unable to 
trace the source of infection, stating that the 
children affected attended various schools 
and that the milk supplies came from 
different dairies. 

Mr. Hughes suggested that there should 
be a conference between the Council and the 
medical men. In this way, he said, they 
might be able to get some useful information

when they had a similar outbreak they were 
unable to find the cause of it, and the onl 
suggestion that could be made was that the 
disease was air-borne.

The site of the ancient city is surrounded 
by armed guards, who refuse to permit 
anyone near the ruins except the official 
excavators; and those who have attempted 
to take photographs have been arrested 
and their films destroyed. 

Tbe shroud of secrecy which surrounds 
the excavations is at the instigation of 
Professor Mauiri, the director, who, at 
the time of bis appointment, reserved the 
hight of communicating results in official 
veports only. Yet with al] his precautions 
news Of the Work in progress has leaked 
out. 


ENORMOUS DIFFICULTIES. 


The work has heen commenced where 
the excavations of the Bourbons in the 
aichteenth century were discontinued.

Lord Hewart, who presided with such 
dignity over the Mitchell Hedges case, is 
in the line of great judges. His career is 
impressive in its marvellous march of suc- 
cess. tie began life as a newspaper re- 
porter, and quickly found bis way to the 
Press Gallery of the House of Commons.

Renovaling Trinity College. 


Passing Trintty. College yesterday, I 
noticed a number of workmen engaged 
in pulling down the ivy that gives such 
a picturesque effect to the fine front of 
the College. I was so surprised that I 
made inquiries into the matter, and 
learned with a feeling of regret that the 
building of Trinity College is suffering 
from the ravages of time and weather. 
A certain amount of deterioration in the 
wal] structure of the front of the build- 
ing has been in progress for some years, 
and it has become necessary at last to 
undertake work to restore the stone to its 
original condition and to re-point—ll in 
with cement—the joints between’ the 
stones. This work will strengthen and 
preserve the walls. 

Owing to a similar decay of the stone 
in the walls of Numbers 2, 3 and 4 Trinity 
College, the backs of which face the 
Provost’s house, .it was imperative, last 
year, to repoint the walls and restore the 
stone, 


Costly Maintenance. 


I am told that it would surprise many 
to learn of the thousands of pounds that 
are spent in maintaining the buildings of 
Trinity College. There is much recondi- 
tioning work to be carried out at the 
moment; for during the war years and 
the subsequent troubled period at home 
there was no time to think of such things.

How does harpsichord ‘music. sound, 
played on the instrument for which it was 
writter?

On the gramaphone, reproduction of 
harpsichord tone is more syccessfu] than 
{hat of the pianoforte. The fundamental 
distinction hetween the two instruments is 
this--that, whereas the wires of a piano- 
forte are struck by harmrmeérs, those of- the 
harpsichord are plucked by quills. Some 
harpsichords were very elaborate instiu- 
ments, having, in addition to two key- 
boards, various devices controlled by stops 
and pedals. It is probable. that. further 
examples of harpsichord playing soon will 
be available for gramaphone reprodaction.

THE RIDDLE OF GENIUS.

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LECTURE BY THE REV. E. 
SAVELL HICKS. 


Lecturing last night et the Dublin Literary 
Socie(+, Lrncoln piace, on ‘‘ The Riddle ol 
Genius,” the Rey. BE, Savell-Hicks said that 
the problem .of genius was one which must 
alwavs-hate-« peculiar fascination. for all 
towhom the riddles of personality, with all its 
curious complexity, were of interest. Human 
progress depended on the geniuses which the 
race produced. Practical and. hard-headed 
people frequently said that they had no use 
for those.‘*impeossibie dreamers of dreams 
and dwellers on the threshold of the two 
worlds.” Yet the things which practical 
men regarded as tlie ordinary common-sense 
things of this modern world were probably, 
without exception, conceived ip the unprac- 
tical brain of a-dreamer, aud thought out by 
some metaphtsician or seer; ancient or 
modern. Possibly, geniuses were not always 
easy pedple to jive with, since they had a 
knack. of cheerfully disregarding the ordinary 
procedare of life. in the wayward flight of 
their. high-wrought temperaments. . But there 
was in them the urge. the tremendous im- 
pnise. towards expression. which must. be 
gratified, and would not be gainsaid: ' 

Reviewing the various theories oí genius, 
the lectorer dealt with the definition that 
gehims. consisted in the capacity. tor taking 
sains, which he dismissed as insufficient. 
Vith Lombroso’s theory, that genius was akin 
to insanity and. epilepsy, he also disagreed, 
obsertingy that i some geniuses vere 
epileptics, they were such in spite of their 
genius, and not. because of it. 

He gave:some amusing instances of absent- 
mindedness in genioses, and.also dealt with 
several extarordinary’ cases of dual. per- 
sonalities and abnormal! gifts, 

In a conclading summary, he pictured the 
human mind in three ‘aspécts—viz., the con- 
scious, the. subcénscious and the supra- 
conscious. . The sub-conscious he deseribed 
as. the store-Jionse of acquired information, 
the supra-conscions being ‘le vast ocean of 
floating impressions from conntless brains and 
lives, and possibiy of the spirit world, whe-e 
net merely impressions, but definite per- 
sonality ‘survived, and might octasionally 
comé into touch with human affairs.

orzan{ TWO IRISH MEN OF SCIENCE 


HONOURED. 


Two Jvishmen-—Professor Walter Adeney, 
D.Sc.. and Mr.. W. R..G. Atkins, D.Sce.—com- 
plete the hst of ihe eight men of science w ho,so 
ar, have been honoured with the avard of 
the Rovle Medal of the Royal. Dublin Society. 
The presentations took place at a meeting of 
the Society yesterday aiternoon. 

‘The Borle niedals were initiated by the 
Soviety jast over thirty years ago to per- 
petnale-the name of Robert Boyle, a pioneer 
of experimental science. Thev are given for 
recognised work in the domain of ap- 
plied science and in that of theoretic 
écience, and this is the first occasion on 
which both have been awarded at one and 
the same time. Dr. Adenev a award is in 
recognition ‘of his achievements in the appli- 
cation of. science.to an important. problem of 
modern life. and Dr. Atkins vas awarded his 
medal tor long-continued. activity in the pur- 
suit of pure science. 

The first Bovle medallist was the late Dr. 
Johnston Storey, and tlie others, in order of 
award, were the late Mr. Thomas Preston, 
Dr. John Joly, Sir Howard Grubb, Professor 
H. R. Dixon, and Dr. Pethybridge. The 
award is made by the Connell of the Roval 
Dublin ‘Society’ on the’ recommendation, 
through its Science.Committee, of the sur- 
viving holders of the medal. 

THE PRESENTATION. 

Dr. Joly, sa senior Vice-President of the 
Society, presided at yesterday’s ceremony in 
the unavoidatle absence of Seriator Sir 
Edward Coev Bigger; ‘Chairman of the 
Science Committee. In etplaining the proce- 
dure, he said that the Roral Dublin Society 
had in its long career given many medals 
for ‘various purposes, and st varions times. 
hat mósty for economic development work. 
In 1885 the Conncil established: a medal for 
the more distinguished members of the scien- 
tiie world, with the idea of encouraging 
them to. publish in this country the results 
of their researches. Anyone acquainted with 
the work of Robert Boyle world come to the 
conclusion: that, although Ireland had pro- 
daced many great men of science, such as 
Lord ‘Kelvin, the influence of vle was 
second to that of no one else. His life was 
characterised by a succession of remarkable 
discoveries, chiefly in chemistry. It might, 
in- fact, be said that he was the founder of 
modern chemistry. He lived a long and suc- 
cessful life, and died honoured bv everyone 
“3s @ man who had reached as near to per- 
tection as human nature could go. He was 
one of the founders of the Rova! Society in 
London, but he was @ genuine Irishman, who 
Spent a good pait of his life in his native 
sountry.

FARMER'S STORY OF 
TERRORISM. 


DEED OF: ASSIGNMENT 
SET ASIDE, 
a 


At the Longford Circuit Court an action 
was brought to set aside a deed of assign- 
ment of a farm of land at Cullyoden, con- 
taining 33 acres 3 roods, by Michael Lynn, 
Newgrove, in the Granard district, to Miss 
Catherine Reilly (now Mrs. Catherine 
Leonard) in 1922. 

Mr. T. A. Finlay (instructed by Mr. T. 
W. Delany), for the plaintiff, said that 
Michael Lynn lived on the lands of Cully- 
oden, of which he had been owner for a 
number of years, and on 27th November, 
1922, while he was in his house at night a! 
about 9 o’clock a number of masked men 
eame and took him out. He was put-on his 
knees outside on the road and threatened, 
and struck with revolvers on the back and 
head. He was told that if he did not give 
up his farm in a week he would be shot, and 
he was ordered to clear out. He went to a 
yelative’s place at Newgrove, but did not 
than take steps to effect a transfer of the 
lands to Catherine Reilly, as he had been 
told to do. On the 22nd December, 1922, at 
11 o’clock at night, Newgrove, where he was 
living then, was the object of a visit cl 
the same description. The back door 
of the house was broken’ in, the 
men went upstairs, took Lynn from the 
room that he was in with his wife and 
family, put him on his knees on the stairs 
landing, and there told that he should go 
into Granard to the office of Mr. Magan, 
solicitor, where he would meet the defendant 
and a man named Sheridan. 

Two visits of this kind at that period, said 
counsel, would be sufficient to put any man 
in fear, and Lynn complied with the request. 
When he went to Granard he was met at the 
door of Mr. Magan’s office by a man named 
Sheridan, who was the local leader of some 
Labour union, and the defendant. A deed 
had been prepared, and Sheridan said in 
Mr. Magan s office: ‘‘ Perhaps Lynn ought 
to get something for the land,”’ and the de- 
fendant. replied: “' All he will get is the re- 
volver.” and Lynn then signed the. deed, 
Now that more peaceful times had been re- 
stored, he asked the redress and relief. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

Michael Lynn, the plaintiff, gave evidence 
in support of counsel’s statement. On their 
first visit the men gave him six, days to go 
and told him that he would have to give the 
farm to the Reilly family. When he said 
that he would do so he was allowed to go. 
On the second visit the men told him that 
he would meet people in the solicitor’s office 
on 10th January, and that he was to sign 
anything that they wanted him to sign. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Farrell, sdlici- 
tor, he said that he did not write to Mrs. 
lconard, who was in England, offering her 
the farm. His father was a bailiff on the 
estate at one time, and purchased the place 
at Cullyoden. He believed that the defend- 
ants father had been evicted from it. His 
father paid about £40 for it. The place was 
worth £700. 

Mrs. Lynn, wife of the plaintiff, gave cor- 
rcborative evidence as to the armed raids. 

THE PREPARATION OF THE DEED. 

Mr. Francis J. Magan, solicitor, Granard. 
said that the deed was prepared a week be 
fore it was signed in his office from instruc- 
Lions.

The defendant, Mrs. Catherine Leonard, 
said that her. father lived on the farm at 
Cullyoden thirty-nine or forty years ago, and 
he was evicted from it when she was twelve 
vears old, not, for non-payment of rent, but 
because the landlord wauted it. She had been 
living in England; where she was in employ- 
mem and. where she - received a  jetter 
from Michael Lynn in 1922 . offer- 
ing her the. farm at Cullyoden. Her 

olhicitor had written previously to Lynn from 
Blackburn in Lancaslire. She did not pro- 
duce the letter that she received, stating it 
was still in her solicitor’s possession there.” 

She told how she had heard over in 
Kingland, after '“ Mr. Collins and Mr. Gnffith 
brought back new laws to Ireland,’’. that 
rightful owners were getting their ‘own. back, 
and spoke of that she had 
with the Government as to re-instatement. 
She denied that she had been in anyway 
connected with the raids on Lynn in 1922. 
or that she had arranged on the 10th 
January to have the deed of assignment made 
to her. She happened to go into Mr. 
Mangan s oftice that day, and met Lynn and 
Sheridan there. She said that Lynn wished 
her the height of rood luck in the place, and 
shook hands with her, and she wished him 
good luck in his new place at Newgrove, and 
she volunteered to pay £13 odd Land Com- 
mission annuity due on it, although Lynn 
did not want anything, and gave her over 
the place of his free will. 

In cross-examination, she said that Lynn 
came to her at Christmas, and said to give 
him time to make over the place to her, as 
his mother was dead, and she consented to 
that. She did not agree that what Lynn 
had said on that occasion was—*‘‘ Keep away 
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. the armed men from me until mv mother is 


buried.” She said that she paid two sums— 
£10 and £5—to Mr. Magan, solicitor, in con- 
nection with the transaction. 

Judge Wakely said that the farm appeared 
to be a valuable one for its size, as the valua- 
tion of it was £13. It was a bad deed, 
inasmuch as there was duress proved. The 
plaintiff at the time had not independent 
advice; there was no _ solicitor acting 
for him; there was no consideration, and 
there was no clause of revocation in the 
deed. -In 1922 and the early part of 1923 
things were in a bad way. In the early 
part of 1923 things were improving, but 
jurors, it might be remembered, had to be 
brought in to the Courts under military escort 
and Civic Guard protection, and generally 
things were in a bad way. It was evident 
that the defendant’ got to know, whether 
from the newspapers or from letters from home 
to where she was in England, that there was 
no law in Ireland, and, as she said, ‘‘ proper 
owners were getting back their land’’ be- 
cause there were no laws. and she made up 
her mind to get back her land. 

Í am perfectly certain, Judge. Wakele 
added, that she was in communication with 
people .in Ireland before she came back on 
19th December, according to her own story.

INQUIRY BY THREE ‘DISTRICT 
JUSTICES. 
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MR. DE VALERA’S BILL REJECTED

VOTES. 
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Dail Eireann yesterday sanctioned the 
appointment of a tribunal, consisting of 
three District Justices, to investigate the 
circumstances in which Timothy Coughlan 
was shot at Dartry road, Dublin, on 
January 28th last. . 

The Fianna Fail Party suggested that 
the inquiry should be conducted by a 
Committee of the House, but an amend- 
ment to this effect was rejected by 87 
votes against 56. 

By 75 yotes against 64 the House refused 
to give a second reading to Mr. de Valera s 
bill to abolish the oath of allegiance which 
the employes of all local bodies must take. 

NEW BILLS. 

On the motion of the President of the 
Executive Council, leave was given to intro- 
duce a bill to make provision for the for- 
mulating and carrying out by county councils 
of schemes of arterial drainage on a limited 
scale. 

Leave was also given ‘to introduce a bill 
“to make provision. for the rating: of the 
owners of small dwellings.in lieu of the occu- 
pants thereof in the case of rates which, but 
for this Act, would: be made on such occu- 
piers, and to make provision for the adjust- 
ment of rents and .other matters connectea 
with the rating of such owners.”’ 

A third bill that was.introduced is intended 
“to amend and extend the Weights and 
Measures Acts, 1878 to 1904, and, sin par 
ticular, to amend and.extend those Acts iv 
relation to .bottles used for the sale of in- 
toxicating liqnor and in relation to certain 
measuring instruments.’’ 

Leave was. given to introduce the following 
supplementary estimates for the service of the 
year ending the 3lst March next:—Vote No. 
20 (Expenses under the representation of the 
People Act, the Electoral -Act-and the Juries 
Act) ; Vote 26 (Law Charges); Vote 29 (Beet

SHOOTING OF TIMOTHY 
COUGHLAN. 


INQUIRY TO BE HELD. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, moved :—‘‘ That, it is expedient that 
a tribunal he established for inquiring into a 
definite matter.of urgent public importance— 
that is to say, the facets and circumstances 
surrounding the shooting of Timothy Cough- 
lan, at Woodpark Lodge, Dartry road, on 
the 28th January, 1928.” 

The Minister said it probably would be 
within the -recollection of the members of the 
House that on January 28th Timothy Cough- 
lan met his death. The evidence of a number 
of witnesses examined at the inguest was that 
an intelligence officer named Sean Harling 
was followed by Coughlan and another man, 
who endeavonred to shoot him. The coremer’s 
jury found that Coughlan died from wourds 
eaused by a-bullet; and added a rider stating 
that they were of opinion that the circum- 
stances were~such- that there. should be a 
further investigation. 

It was a-matter of common knowledge that 
wild rumours had been circulated throughout 
the city, and that certain newspaper articles 
had been written bringing very grave and 
very serious charges against certain persons. 
In those circumstances .he asked the 
House to consider that it was a matter 
of- -gpave public. . importance, and a 
matter «that - ought -to ‘be ‘inquired into; 
and* he -therefore. propesed his resolution 

If the motion were passed, it was proposed 
to set úp-a tribunal-of three impartial gentle- 
men to investigate all the facts and circum- 
stances connected with the-occurrence. These 
would-be three district justices, the’ Chairman 
being the Senior District Justice for the 
City of Dublin's That, he submitted, would 
be a perfectly fair and impartial tribunal, 
that would investigate fairly every: circum- 
stance. connected with the occurrence. It 
would: be constituted of three trained men— 
men who were used-to dealing with matters 
of that. kind and who were trained to weigh 
up evidence and decide upon it. 

AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Sean*"LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Sonth 
Dublin) ‘rose fo move as an amendment that 
the tribunal should consist of a select com- 
mittee of the Dail. - 

‘The MINISTER for JUSTICE submitted 
that the amendment was out of order. He 
had moved to set up a tribunal under the 
provisions.o6f the Tribunals and Evidence Act, 
1921. *Thé amendment which the deputy 
proposed was to set up an entirely different 
tribunal; It was an alternative to his motion 
rather than an amendment to it, and for that 
reason he submitted that it was not in order. 

The SPEAKER said that the amendment 
was aimed at the setting up of a tribunal 
to inquire into all the facts and circumstances 
of the shooting of Timothy Coughlan, and he 
held that it was in order. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the facts 
and circumstances surrounding the shooting 
of Coughlan were of such a grave nattire as 
to arouse very great public suspicjon— 
suspicion reflected in the verdict of the 
Coroner's jury. His ‘amendment proposed 
that a select committee of that House should 
be appointed to investigate all the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the incident, and 
these would include the . method by which 
men of the type of Sean Harling were re- 
cruited into the police force of the State. 
The circumstances did undoubtedly give rise 
to grave doubts in the minds of the public as 
to the methods the Government were adopt- 
ing to preserve order in the State. 

he fact that those doubts and suspicions 
existed in the minds of.members of his party 
was likely to cause a similar suspicion of any 
tribunal which the Government nominated. 
When the motion standing in the name of 
the Minister was first . circulated .he (Mr. 
Lemass) got the impression—and most of the 
deputies on his side of the House got the 
same impression—that, the tribunal was going 
to be a white-washing tribunal and nothing 


else. 
PUBLIC INVESTIGATION, 


The confidence which it should be the 
policy of the Government to inspire in the 
people as to the methods of their administra- 
tion was of such grave importance that there 
should be no hesitation in having the most 
public investigation possible under the 
circumstances. In his opinion the most public 
form of ‘investigation would be by a select 
committee appointed by that House, repre- 
sentative of all sections and exercising the 
powers laid down in the terms of the amend- 
ment. 

The evidence at the inquest showed that 
the witnesses who appeared on behalf of the 
State, or in State employment, endeavoured 
to establish that Timothy Coughlan was on 
Darty road that “night for the purpose of 
shooting Sean Harling. . They were told that 
Harling was an intelligence officer. ' What 
that meant he was not quite clear. Harling 
refused to state under what circumstances he 
became a member of the intelligencé force, 
and that fact in itself raised a subject for 
inguiry of very considerable importance. 

The Fianna Fail Party was particularly 
interested in the date on which, Harling had 
become a member ofethe intelligence force of 
the State. It was not tery long ago since 
Harling sought for and obtained a ition 
in the employment of the Fianna Fail orga- 
nisation, Was he then in the employment. of. 
the Intelligence Department of the State, or 
was he drawing money that came out of the 


pockets of the taxpayers for the purposes: of, 
political espionage! Sepa i ae 
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The record of the man himself, those with 
whom he was associated, aud those who. were 
related to him and lived with him, showed 
that there was something wrong in the system 
whereby men were brought into responsible 
positions of that kind. ee 

The powers of the tribunal proposed to be 
set up were’ not’ defined, and he thought that 
the House would be lacking in its duty to 
the people if it adopted “the method sug- 
gested - by the Minister oí investigating a 
matter of such great public importance. 

NO PRIVILEGE. 

It was in the interests of all concerned that 
every possible fact relating to that incident 
should be brought into the light of day. 
There. should be no plea of privilege sub- 
mitted on behalf of any witnesses; no docu- 
ments or papers should be kept from the 
inquiry which were at the moment in the 
custody of any department of State. -H it 
was found that there were methods in any 
department over which .no -decent . Govern- 
ment could stand, it was the duty of that 
House to see that some other system was’ 
adopted in its place. 

Mr. R. BRISCOE (F.F., South Dublin) 
seconded the amendment; and said that the 
c.1.D. was recognised as a partisan police 
force. It was extraordinary that the Army 
would have among its ranks a man whose 
record must. be known to the Department of 
Justice and to the military authorities. He 
suggested that the State should pay for legal 
assistance for the next-of-kin ‘of Coughlan at 


the inquiry. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, South 
Mayo) said ‘that, while he was in general 
agreement with the policy of the Governmént 
in inquiring into. the matter, he was ‘not in 
favour -of a tribunal! selected from that House, 
He did not think. it; would. be possible -for 
members.of the House to divest themselves 
of their political opinions, and be competent 
to give the House an independent decision on 
the facts and circumstances before them. 
The persons to hold an inquiry of that kind 
should have legal training. 

On the other hand, he did not regard the 
suggestion of the Minister for Justice as a 
satisfactory one. District justices were open 
to the objection that they .were under the 
control of the Department of Justice. (Cries 
of: “ No, no,” from the Ministerial benches), 

The MINISTER for FINANCE (Mr. E. 
Blythe)’ explained that the district justices 
were paid out of the Central Fund. 

Mr. O'CONNELL said that notwithstanding 
that, he maintained that the person appointed 
to be chairman of the tribunal should be a 
High Court judge. The other two should be 
men of high. legal standing, and one at least 
should be appointed by the Government after 
consultation with the chief Opposition party 
in that House. If such a course were not 
taken the suspicions which had been aroused 
would not be allayed. 


QUITE INDEPENDENT, 

Mr. P. McGILLIGAN, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, said that they had 
been told from the Opposition. benches that 
if three. district justices were appointed on 
the tribunal it would be a case of one depart- 
ment of the “Govérnment trying another. 
(Fianna Fail’ deputies—Hear, hear.) ~ The 
Courts of Justice: Act 1924, stated’ tha! 
moneys “for the payment of district justices 
should-be provided out of the Central Fund, 
and district justices today: were as in‘ 
dependent as any other jndges. 

It was said thaí the tribunal was to be. a 
white-washing .tribunal—perhaps -that applied 
in the minds of deputies opposite to any. In; 
quiry in which the police were not given a 
bad name. Deputy Briscoe.had apparently 
had little faith in the evidence that was 
going to be produced before the tribunal. The 
way to alleviate suspicions was, not by the 
verdict of the tribunal, but by the evidence 
given while the inquiry was going on. 

Mr. D. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary) 
said that the suspicions which had been 
alluded to.were suspicions which prevailed 
over the country. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the astound- 
ing suggestion had been made that a sum of 
money should be given to the relatives of the 
late Timothy Coughlan, to enable them to 
employ legal assistance. If the members of 
Fianna Fail were so concerned, why should 
they not devote some of their conscience 
money to defray these expenses? He agreed 
that there was suspicion, and that there was 
suspicion amounting to certainty, - of a 
murderous attack made in Dartry road on a 
certain night. There was a lot of talk about 
a man named Harling; and, yet, he had 
been in the Fianna Fail Party 

Mr. LEMASS—Only for a few days. 

The SPEAKER here intervened, and said 
that deputies must confine their remarks to 
the kind of inquiry whith should be held. 

CHIEF PURPOSE. 

Mr. E. Cooney (Fianna Fail, North Dublin) 
asked whether the Minister would re that 
the: chief purpose of this inquiry should be 
to ascertain. on whom the murderous attack 
was made, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Certainly; that is the 
main thing. Continuing, he said that it was 
the intention and aim of the Minister for 
Justice to have as múch publicity as possible 
with regard to the inquiry. The Minister 
hoped that’ the whole matter would be 
dragged into the light of day, and he believed 
that that could best be done-by three district 
justices. That kind of inquiry was more in 
the line of the work done by district justices, 

Mr. COONEY asked whether a plea of 
privilege would be permitted ? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—If it is permissible -in 
an ordinary court, ; 

Mr. 8S. MacENTEE (F.F., Co. Dublin) said 
that it would defeat the purpose that the 
House had in view if the tribunal was not one 
that would command the confidence of every 
section ‘of the community; and if the Minister 
for Justice: was concerned with removing from 
the public mind the suspicions that had been 
created, then he would only succeed by set- 
ting up a tribunal that would secure com:

A DOC FIGHT. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that.the District Jus- 
tices were as independeni,, and .as -well 
trained as any others for the proposed work. 
If Mr. O'Kelly and others wanted a dog fight 
they could have one by their amendment, but 
it would not achieve any othey purpose. He 
assured the House that“ any representative 
of the Minister, who might appear profes- 
sionally before the tribunal, would urge that 
no part of the inquiry ‘should ‘be held ‘ih 
private. He thought 16 inconceivable, in 
view of that fact, and the fact that other 
professional representatives would make 
similar requests, that the tribunaí should de-‘

Captain: REDMOND ‘Said that’ he did not 
care who held the inquiry, provided it was 
in public, and that the public had an oppor- 
tunity of forming its own opinion on the 
tragedy. 

Mr. M. CORRY (F.F., E. Cork) said that 
the three District Justices were placed in 
their positions by a political party. They 
were depending for advancement on that 
political party, and would not be impartial. 
He nnght be a suspicious person, but he 
thought that they would not get an impartial 
tribunal of any. kind in this country. 
(Laughter.) They wanted the light of. day 
thrown on this matter, because the public 
were becoming alarmed at the .number oí 
shooting cases carried out all over the country 
by these men. 

WHITEWASHING. 

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.¥F., N. Mayo) 
said that it might be suggested that the 
members of Fianna Fail were a hitile too 
suspicious about the proposed tribunal; but 
from what other point of view could they 
regard it than that of suspicion’? They were 
told by the Minister íos; Justice that the 
men had already heen selected. They were 
three District Justices, and they could be 
promoted. 

“ We regard this inquiry as a whitewashing 
inquiry, pure and simple.” said Mr. Rutt- 
ledge: “‘ An attempt to get the Government’s 
point of view before the people, and nothing 
else. If it was any other individual. except 
a man with the record of Harling, against 
whom charges were.made at the Coroner's 
inquiry, we know he would be in jail to-day.”’ 

The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE—He would 
not: theré was no evidence against him. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE ‘said that he did not 
think that the Minister had fixed ideas about 
the matter. The Fianna Fail Party s amend- 
ment was perfectly fair, but they would not 
object to the suggestion of Deputy O'Connell. 

“ We regard this affair,’ he declared, “ as 
already settled. <A star. chamber affair -for 
the ‘purpose of whitewashing. We helteve 
that.it is set up in that way, and will meet 
with no respect from any party, not even 
from the Government party itself, and cer- 
tainly not from this party.” 


MINISTER’S APPEAL. 
Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 


| Justice, said that the proposed inquiry had 


been described as a whitewashing one, but 
he was at a loss to know who was to be 
specially ‘qualified to deal with a matter of 
It seem to him that 
if‘ whiitewaslitig were needed it was not on 
‘the Ministerial side it was wanted, but on 
the opposite benches. (Iromical Fianna Fail 
cheers.) The inquiry would be held in public, 
but -the tribunal would have power to 
examine any witness in private.

OBLIGATIONS OF LOCAL 
OFFICIALS. 


The debate was resumed on the second 
reading of the Local Government (No. 2) Bull. 
This measure, introduced before the recess by 
Mr. de Valera, seeks to amend the Local 
Government Act by deleting the clause re- 
quiring the oath of allegiance to be taken by 
all employés of public bodies. 

Mr. M. J. © Y. (B.F,, East. Cork) said 
that it was an antiquated idea to compel a 
man to subscribe to a test of a political 
natufe, and it served no purpose. It would 
not, make a man more Joyal in his public duty 
‘or service. Did it make Fianna Fail deputies 
any more loyal to. King George of England 
by the Government compelling them, to sign 
a shameful declaration! Would it prevent 
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any individual in Ireland, when the oppor- 
tunity arose, from: driving any connection 
with England out of the country for good’? 
Clearly it was tendmg to debase the in- 
dividual and create the slave mind in an age 
' when freedom should be the watchword, 

He did not see any other idea -behiad the 
‘enforcement of the oath of. allegiance than 
ithe mean satisfaction that the -Government 
derived from making political oppouents bend 
the knee.. The test should be removed, and 
the only test should be the ability of a man 
o do his wérk efficiently. 


“ MIND YOUR JOB.” 

Mr. JASPER WOLFE (Independent, 
lest Cork), speaking in opposition to the 
lit said that the declaration which public 
servants were required to make was not a 
litical. test, but only a promise that they 
ould serve their employers faithfully; in 
other words, “Mind your. Job.” If any 
njan declined to make timt declaration ne 
Was not fit, or worthy to get the Job. 
Hn his opinion school-teachers and 
edllectors oright to be compelled to make the 
déciaration. No public servant should be 
afowed to act aS‘ a political agent tor any

Mr. CORRY—I ‘take it you are 
an allusion to my parent?

Mr. WOLFE appealed to the Minister to 
holt not only to the declaration, but also to 
see that it was strictly observed. 

Mr. J. KENNEDY (F.F:, Longford-West- 
meath) spoke in favour of the bill. 

INDEPENDENCE. 

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., North 
Mayo) said that no reasonable excuse had 
been given for the retention of the oath, 
and they could only hope that the country 
would get rid of the tests imposed by the 
present Government as they got rid of tests 
under a different Government. I[t was not 
for loyalty to the State, but for loy alty to a 
party that the barrier was imposed, but 
neither political tests nor anything else would 
not. prevent the neople ot the country from 
thinking in terms of complete independence 
for Ireland. 

If the will of the people was behind the 
Government why should it resort to such a 
miserable method? He did not think that 
there was much use in saying any more about 
it. The Government Party would vote in its 
usual machine-like way, but the time was not 
far distant when that repressive measure 
would go the way that all the repressive 
measures went in the past.

As regards the delay, out of ap- 
proyvimately 140,000 subscribers ouly 20,000 
applied within the time limit with sufficient 
particulars to enable their claims to be sub- 
stantiated. Some 15,000 applicants were ‘un- 
able to furnish sufficient particulars to enable 
their claims to be substantiated. 

In the circumstances the time limit was 
waived, and applications were still being: re- 
ceived in large numbers. ~- During the last 
three months of 1927 no tewer than $5,000 
communications were received in connection 
with the loan; but there were also. cases .in 
which persons who would be in a position to 
assist his Departunent ju, copnectiqn, with the 
identification of subscriptions had refused to 
furnish such assistance.

Lord Oxford’s place in Irish affairs may. 


tempt the ironic gift of some future 
Hardy. He was a man of peace; lie loved 
Ireland, and desired earnestly a settle- 
ment of her long quarrel with England ; 
and he carried, over the prostrate body of 
the Upper House, an ample measure of 
Home Rule. To ask how Ireland would 
be standing to-day if that measure had 
become operative, with the good-will of 
North and South, is to ask one of those 
“might-have-been ” questions which 
kindle, while they tease, the historian’s 
fancy. ‘Mr. Asquith’s Home Rule Act 
never was enforced, but its influence lies 
long and large upon the Ireland of to- 
day. It brought the threat of a civil 
war, which was averted only by the com- 
ing of the world-war. The dragon’s 
teeth which it sowed sprang up as the 
armed men of the Easter rebellion, and 
exist to-day, in another metamorphosis, 
as the fears and jealousies that still keep 
North and South at arms’ length. The 
Liberal Government’s handling of the 
Irish rebellion and of the later disorders 
always will be open justly to the severest 
criticism. Till the very end of her period 
as a member of the United Kingdom 
Ireland held her reputation as a destroyer 
of the reputations of British statesmen. 
When the real settlement came the Liberal 
Party, traditional champion of the Irish 
claims, had no share in it. Mr, Asquith 
blessed the new Ireland, indeed, but she 
was not grateful. Such thanks as she has 


of these two nations to work in harmony 
with each other. Nobody can predict, 
however, what will happen afterwards 
until Signor Mussolini discloses his inten- 
tions. The only thing that is fairly 
certain is that Italy will make a bold bid 
for control of Tangier, either directly or 
via Madrid; and the diplomatic struggle 


between M. Briand and the Duce will be 


highly interesting. 


Commercial Lavender. 


Most of our enthusiastic gardeners find 
a warm corner in which to grow a fragrant 
variety of herbs. Leaves plucked in 
summer and placed in vases serve to 
sweeten rooms, and in the autumn dried 
leaves are collected for the linen-presses. 
The commercial value of herbs, however, 
is recognised but indifferently in Ireland. 
It seems to be supposed that a _ sub- 
tropical climate is necessary for the 
cultivation, for example, of lavender ; and 
when Irishmen hear that in Southern 
France thousands of acres are covered 
with lavender plants, which are used for 
the production of French oil of lavender, 
and that in Bulgaria 20,000 acres are 
given over to the growing of the rose plant 
for the manufacture of ‘ otto of roses,” 
they assume that there is no possibility 
of Irish emulation. In the South of 
England, however, a number of essential 
oils is produced from plants, and this on 
such a scale that chemical factories have 
sprung up in the localities concerned. In 
the Irish Trade Journal Professor J. 
Reilly describes the results of experiments 
carried out in University College, Cork, 
for the purpose of testing the adaptability 
of Irish soil for the production of the oils

The Noises of Paris. 


A curious lawsuit has arisen from the 
noisiness of the streets of Paris. M. 
Henri Bernstein lives in the Rue de 
l'Université, formerly one of the quietest 
of streets. Of late the great increase of 
traffic and the ceaseless hooting of motor- 
horns have broken the stillness of that 
pleasant quarter. The noted dramatist 
found it impossible to work in his accus- 
tomed abode. He contracted with a firm 
of architects to render his library sound- 
proof. Accordingly, the walls and ceil- 
ing were lined with cork at great cost; 
yet the nuisance proved to be unabated. 
For the sake of his work M. Bernstein 
has been obliged to remove from his 
chambers to an expensive: hotel, situated 
in a quieter neighbourhood. He took an 
action against the architects, and the 
Seine Court awarded him heavy damages. 
The Paris Correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian says that the case 
has excited a general protest against ‘‘ the 
intolerable din of the Paris streets ’’—but 
apparently all in vain. To the uproar 
caused by the ill-governed, headlong motor 
trafic a further source of noise has been 
added. ‘‘ Loud speakers’’ have been 
installed by advertisers, and music and 
bellowed into the public 
places from a thousand of these 
mechanical throats. The people of Paris 
may be said to live in their streets, and 
every addition to the noises of those 
crowded thoroughfares brings a city, 
beautiful to the eye, near to pandemonium.

an epoch, but a chapter of English history 
certainly closes with the death of the 
first Earl of Oxford and Asquith. With 
one exception—the Earl of Balfour—Lord 
Oxford was the last English statesman 
who retained the outlook of a more 
leisured age. The Liberal Party 
deceased him, but se long as he lived 
England could understand the causes of 
its former greatness and influence. Now 
he takes their secret to the grave. To future 
generations it will appear an irony that 
this typical Victorian—conservative in his 
deepest instincts, vir pietate gravis—was 
an architect of political revolution. The 
explanation, perhaps, may be found in 
three facts. Mr. Asquith was in a peculiar 
measure the victim of circumstances. He 
was intensely loyal to his party and to 
its principles. Never a master of policy 
and detail, he entrusted the application 
oi those principles too often to other 
hands, and he was splendidly faithful in 
the acceptance of responsibility. So, in 
his zeal for the power of the Commons, 
he shattered the British Constitution ; and 
so, in pursuit of his old leader’s Irish 
policy, he drove Ireland to the verge of 
civil war. In 1914 came the moment of

Spain has 
acted more or less as a mouthpiece for 
Italy in the negotiations with France ; but 
the moment is approaching when both 
Italy and Britain must take an open part 
in the pourparlers. For the last thirty 
years Tangier has been a danger spot. 
Its possession would give any Power a 
position of much strength in the Mediter- 
ranean, and for that reason some kind of 
condominium is inevitable. The European 
Powers are very suspicious of one another 
in Mediterranean affairs, and Tangier seems 
to be condemned to perpetual government 
by a squabbling committee of “ inter- 
nationals.”” Possibly, if and when the 
prestige of the League of Nations becomes 
stronger, Tangier may be taken under 


Geneva’s ample wing; but in the mean-

The announcement that Lord Oxford 
desired that his funeral should be private 
did not surprise intimate friends who 
were familiar with his characteristic dis- 
taste for public display. 

The public and many politicians, how- 
ever, generally assumed that the ex- 
Premier would be laid to rest in 
Westminster Abbey. The authorities were 
willing, of course, that the burial should 
take place in the Abbey. Shortly after 
the news of Lord Oxford’s death reached 
Downing street the Prime Minister in- 
formed the Abbey authorities that, in view 
of Lord Oxford’s long and distinguished 
record as Prime Minister and the con- 
spicuous part he played in the war, the 
Government would regard as appropriate 
an invitation to Lord Oxford’s family to 
consent to the funeral taking place at 
Westminster Abbey. 

The Dean of Westminster. who is the 
responsible authorify in such matters, 
later sent an offer to the representatives 
of the family. 


LORD OXFORD'S INSTRUCTIONS. 

Sir Maurice  Bonham-Carter, Lord 
Oxford’s son-in-law, came up to town 
from Sutton Courtney in the afternoon, 
and interviewed Lord Oxford’s. solicitors. 
Tt is understood that it was at this stage 
that the family learnt that Lord Oxford 
had left instructions regarding his 
funeral. 

Sir Maurice Bonham-Carter returned to 
Sutton Courtney to inform members of 
the family that Lord Oxford had desired 
a private funeral and that the Abbey 
authorities and the Government offered a 
burial in the Abbey. The family decided 
that Lord Oxford s wishes must be c:rried 
out. 

Lord Oxford’s body will remain at The 
Wharf until Friday night, when it will be 
removed to All Saints’ Parish Church, 
Sutton Courtney.

saved. The vessel filled rapidly, and the 
skipper beached the trawler 
Bay.

board. The trawler appeared to be break- 
ing up and the Cuirass stood by, but 
their rescue efforts were hampered by 
darkness and heavy weather. 


FRUITLESS SEARCH FOR MISSING

Later in the day only fifteen feet of the 
Briarlyn’s main mast and six feet of the 
mizzen mast could be seen. Islanders 
searched the cliffs and the rocks in the 
vicinity of the wreck, but no trace of the 
remainder of the crew could be found. 
It is feared that the trawler will become 
a total wreck. 

A Fleetwood message states that the 
trawler left that port seven days ago for 
the Hebrides fishing ground. The crew 
comprised: James Sandham, skipper, of 
Newton le Willows, Yorkshire: D. (4.

UNITED STATES PROPOSALS 
TO GREAT BRITAIN. 


Mr. Buxton, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Foreign Secretary 
whether, in addition to the draft of a new 
Treaty of Arbitration between His 
Majesty's Government and the United 
States of America, the Government of the 
United States had also made to His 
Majesty's Government any proposals for a 
declaration dealing with the renunciation 
of war as an instrument of national policy 
on the lines of the proposals made to the 
Government of France. 

Mr. G. Locker-Lampson, Under Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, replied. He 
said— The preamble of the draft Treaty of 
Arbitration communicated to His Majesty's 
Government contains a clause condemning 
war as an instrument of policy in the 
mutual relations of the two countries. 
The United States Government also com- 
municated to His Majesty's Government. 
for consideration only, their draft of a 
pact of perpetual friendship with France. 

Colonel Wedgwood—May we take it that 
this submission of the proposed treaty 
between France and America will be taken 
into consideration during negotiations con- 
nected with our treaty with America, so 
that it may, at any rate, be embodied in 
our new treaty?

FRUSTRATED PLANS. 


JURY'S AWARD OF 
£1,600,000 DAMAGES. 


From‘ Tae Times" CorresPonnent. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Mr. George D. Haskell, a Boston engineer, 
who sued the estate of the late Mr. James B. 
Duke for 15,000,000 dols. (£3,000,000) was 
awarded 8.090,000 dols. (£1,600,000) on Tues. 
day bv a jury in the Federal Court at New- 
ark New Jersey. The damages are the 
largest ever given to an individual in any 
(ourt mn this country, and it is possible that 
they may be raised to 24,000.000 dols., as the 
Sherman Act under which the suit was 
brought permits the collection of triple 
damages for business injury sustained from a 
comspiracy in restraint of trade. 

Mr. Haskell in 1924 learned of some 
Bauxite deposits in the United States which 
were not known to the Aluminium Company 
of America, the so-called Aluminium Trust. 
He persuaded Mr Duke, a tobacco magnate, 
who then controlled a large hydro-electric 
enterprise in Quebec, to start a company with 
him to compete with the Aluminium Com- 

ny. Mr. Duke, he alleged, in his suit, 
ormed an alliance with the Aluminium Com- 
pany, in breach of his agreement with him, 
and profited by that arrangement to the ex- 
tent of between $22,000,000 and $25,000,000. 
This completely frustrated Mr. Haskell’s 
plans. 


According to the Washington Corre- 
spondent of the New York Erening Post, 
the protests that have poured into 
Washington against the Government’s 
naval building programme have created 
such an impression in political circles that 
Congress is likely to make considerable 
cuts in the original estimate.

MOTOR ACCIDENTS. 


25,000 PERSONS KILLED IN 
AMERICA, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
. NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Deaths from motor car accidents are in- 
creasing in America. Last year there 
were some 1,500 more than in 1926, when 
the victims numbered 23,500. 

These statistics are issued by the 
National Safety Council. Of the eight 
leading cities, four—Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, St. Louis and Boston—reported 
fewer deaths. (Chicago, Detroit and Los 
Angeles show increases. 

Among the cities of the 500,000 to 
500,000 population class, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis and Rochester, New York, 
indicated fewer deaths; Louisville, 
Newark and New Orleans had increases. 

Connecticut, New York, Rhode Island 
and Texas were among the States show- 
ing increases in deaths. In New York 
State the death list jumped from 2,155, in 
1026. to 2.422 last year.

A CENTURY OLD FUNCTION. 

The Pririce of Wales last night dined on 
venison at the White Hart Hotel, Windsor, 
as the guest of the Mavor. He attended, not 
as the Prince of Wales, but as Lord High 
Steward of Windsor. what is known as the 
Corporation Venison Dinner, which has been 
held without a break each year for centuries, 
and is one of the most ancient functions of 
the famous old Royal Borough. 

The venison was from a buck selected from 
the herds of the Great Park, and presented 
to the Mavor by the King. It was a rare 
event for Royalty to attend the dinner, and 
this was the first ‘occasion on which the 
Prince of Wales had been present. As Lord 
High Steward, however, 
portant position in what is really his home 
town. Since 181] a member of the Royal 
Family has held the position, the Prince of 
Wales’s immediate predecessors being Prince 
Christian, the Prince, Consort, the Duke of 
Cambridge. and Prince Frederick, Duke cf 
York. The guests included members of the 
Corporation and their wives, borough 
officials, and a num bef of well-known towns- 
people. 


MAYOR’S LONG TERM OF OFFICE. 

An interesting figure was the Mayor him- 
self, Sir William Carter. He is in his 
eightieth year, and this is his thirteenth year 
of office. As it is customary for the Mayor 
to retain the antlers of the buck which 
supplies the venison, Sir William has an un- 
usually fine collection. 

The reception was held in the Shakespeare 
Room, so named because there is a local 
legend that in a room of the old White Hart 
Hotel Shakespeare wrote part of “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor.” The dinner was held in 
the Victorian Room, which is beautifully 
decorated with the Royal and Borough Arms. 
Music was provided by singers from St. 
George’s Chapel Choir and Eton College 
Chapel Choir. Venison figured prominently 
in the menu. 

When the Prince reached the hotel the door 
of his car was opened by Sergeant Oliver

One man, however, 
hesitated in obvious embarrassment 
when the Prince held out his hand. ‘* Pardon 
me, Your Royal Highness,’ he said, “but I 
am one of the waiting staff at the hotel.”’ 
The Prince smiled, and said, still holding out 
his hand, “ Well, what of that; why not shake 
hands.” The waiter responded warmly to the 
Prince s hearty handshake. 

The Prince exchanged words of cheerful 
greeting with Sergeant Brooks, and again with 
Mr J. Harris, the telephone operator at the 
hotel, who holds the Military Medal, and loss 
both legs as the result of wounds at Messines.

The Berlin newspapers unite’ in 
describing the dead statesman as “ Eng- 
land’s greatest Liberal since Gladstone,” 
whose name will remain for ever bound 
up with the pre-war history of England 
and of Europe. The social reforms which 
were carried out during Mr. Asquith’s 
Premiership and his fight against the 
House of Lords, of which he eventually 
became a member, are reckoned among his 
greatest achievements by the Berlin Press. 
The part he played in the Great War is 
only briefly referred to. 

Some of the papers express the belief 
that he was essentially a man of peace 
and did not want the war. while the 
Lokalanzeiger says that he led Great. 
Britain into the war, with the object of 
destroying the German Empire. The

RUSSIAN OIL FOR BIRMINGHAM. 

A Berlin message from Moscow states that 
the Russian Oil Products Company has 
reached an agreement with the Birmingham 
Municipality for the delivery of a million 
gallons of naphtha. A discussion took place 
on this contract, which is to supply about 
one million gallons of petrol, at the Birming- 
ham City Council on February 7. It was 
stated in reply to criticism that the tender 
of Russian Óil Products showed a saving of 
£6.000 or £7,000 as compared with “the 
tenders. of combine firms. The proposal was 
then sanctioned by the Council. 


EMPHATIC RUBBER TRADE PROTESTS. 
Very grave dissatisfaction is felt on all 
hands in the rubber industry at what is 
generally regarded as the evasiveness of the 
replies given on Monday to questions relating 
to the appointment of the new rubber inquiry. 
A clear-cut statement had been looked for to 
remove the elemerit of doubt raised by the 
original announcement, but it was felt that 
the replies given had only broadened the un- 
certainty. Evidence of this was forthcoming 
in the drop in the price which took 
place on Monday following weep of 
the news from Parliament also 
in the further relapse on tuasday.

profits of all the companies who had joined 
Radiation were £221,718.- By increasing the 
business since the amalgamation the Board 
had raised those profits to such an extent 
that they had averaged £516,740 per annum 
—a figure covering the Preference dividend 
eight times over. At the same time, they 
had not been charging excessive prices for 
their goods. They had all along held their 
own in an open competitive market. If 
pricesiand quality were not right, naturally, 
their goods would not command such enor- 
mous sales 

lf to-day they made an all-round reduction 
of only 10 per cent. from selling prices, the 
Ordinary shareholders would have to go with- 
out dividends; and, farther, if the managing 
directors were to forego their commission and 
bonus—and assuming that the same efficiency 
of management could’ still be ensured—the 
amount thus foregone would represent only a 
very smal] percentage in the way of 
reduction of prices to customers. 

A HUGE BUSINESS. 

During the comparatively short time 
Radiation had been in existence this country, 
had been passing through extraordinarily 
difficult times, Let them compare the posi- 
tion of many other industria] concerns with 
that established for Radiation. They had 
steadily built up a huge business ; commencing 
without any reserves, they had created large 
reserves; they had acquired many acres of 
additional land, which they were rapidly 
covering with buildings. Owing to the large 
turnover created, the amount of the com- 
pany s profits had enormously increased, from 
which the shareholders had benefited. 
Taking the Ordinary Shares upon a very con- 
servative estimate of their market valuo— 
viz., 32s. 6d.—the aygregate of the original 
Ordinary Share capital, the dividends and 
bonuses on that, and the appreciation in 
value of the Ordinary Shares was three times 
the amount of the original share capital itself, 
and the financial stability of the company 
Was exceptionally strong. That was a record 
of which he ventured to say the managing 
directors of any company in the country 
might, indeed, be proud. (Hear, hear.) 

The secret of their success lay in con- 
centrated and unceasing reseatch work, in 
continual fresh invention and designing, and 
in the energetic carrying on of industrial work 
and selling propaganda. There was no more 
live force in existence to-day in the gas 
industry than radiation. 

MANAGING DIRECTORS’ AGREE- 
MENTS. 

That state of things had been definitely 
attributed to the efforts of those of the 
directors whe had grown up in the business, 
and who devoted their whole time and atten- 
tion to the planning and bringing about of 
the success which the company had attained. 
The managing directors of Radiation were 
also the managing directors of the constituent 
companies, and at the same time the actual 
managing officials of those companies, and 
they individually carried on the active control 
and management of their respective works 
and businesses. 

He desired to emphasise that the service 
agreements with the managing directors had 
been drawn up in strict accordance with the 

rovisions of the articles of association. They 
had never been altered or supplemented in 
any way since they were entered into at the 
beginning. 

The fact’ must not be overlooked that the 
managing directors had been managing 
directors of their own respective “companies 
before Radiation was formed, and had been 
receiving commission on the profits of their 
respective companies. The percentage of the 
commission given to those directors under 
their agreements with Radiation was fixed so 
as to produce on the total combined profits of 
the Radiation companies at the time of the 
amalgamation a commission based in sub- 
stance on what they had each been receiving 
in their own respective companies. It was 
recognised to be of the utmost importance 
thet the managing directors should each be 
interested in the success of Radiation as a 
whole, and not just in the section in which 
their immediate activities were specially 
engaged. 

Bonus was paid only out of excess profits 
over and above the combined profits of the 
whole of the companies as taken over at the 
date of the amalgamation. The position was 
that, if the total profits of the combined 
concerns should in any year fall below the 
pre-amalgamation total profits, the commission 
payable to the managing directors would be 
correspondingly less than they had been re- 
ceiving before the amalgamation, and no 
bonus at all would be payable. 

As to his (the Chairman’s) personal posi- 
tion, he had an agreement with his own 
company and a commission on its profits 
which, owing to the great development of 
that company’s business, brought him in a 
substantial and increasing income, and the 
provisions of his old agreement were of such 
a nature that the company’s professional 
advisers pointed out that it must cancelled 
and compensation made to him for its 
cancellation. He naturally recognised the 
position, and had accepted the terms that 
were offered. 

After a time, when the profits of the com- 
pany’s business had exceeded the utmost 
anticipations, the managing directors, without 
any obligation whatever on their part, and 
before certain questions had begun to be 
raised, had considered. the question of making 
a voluntary reduction in their emoluments, 
and had decided to do so; but when, shortly 
thereafter, an agitation was started, the 
managing directors, not unnaturally, had de- 
cided + oo the matter in abeyance for the 
time being. Eventually, as mentioned in the 
india. tid had made voluntary reductions 
of a very substantial natare. 

Beimre leaving the report and accounts he 
would like to say in reference to the dividend, 
that he felt sure shareholders would appreciate 
the fact that the Board had felt justified in 
recommending an increase in the rate of 
dividend on the Ordinary Shares from the 
previous figure of 84 per cent. net—eqguivalent 
to 10§ per cent. gross—to sa per cent, gross. 
Paying the increased divid on an increased 
capital, however, reduced appreciably the 
margin of undistributed profits, and hopes of 
being able to maintain the dividend were 
based upon the assumption that the agitation 
which was seriously prejudicing the business 
was brought to an immediate end. 

THE COMPANY’S APPARATUS, 


As to the t position with regard to 
the company’s apparatus and prospects, 
research work had the chief factor in the 
success of the business. They spent in re- 
search and development work between fifty 
and sixty thousand pounds a year. That was 
a small percentage on the huge turnover, 
yet it was a big item in itself, and, as in the 
case of tLeir extensive advertising policy, it 
was only by the formation of ra@iation that 
they bad placed themselves in a position to 
face such a heavy expenditure. The result had 
been that they had developed their s to 
so high a degree of efficiency that they had 
set a standard by which all other makes were 
judged, and they had set that standard 
throughout the world with the result that 
their trade, which at one time had been chiefly 
confined to the British Isles, was becoming 
world-wide.

secoud day of the Waterloo Cup.’ That day's 
cour-ing represents the real test of greyhound 
merit . 

But the débacle cameymuch sooner than an 
of us expected Tos not a single Iri 
greyhound’s name will be guoted in the long 
vdds or individual course 
gone out--more than ane in the. most 
ignominious fashion imaginable. It is easy 
to make excuses after defeat, but it is not 
my vroevince to ofier any ior inglorious dis- 
plays. 

So far as. the. chronicler of to-day's events is 
concerned, Tt is. his business to write of what 
he saw. I think I would be right in statin 
that the bulk of the Itish “brigade “pinned 
their faith to Mr. O'Brien's pair, Odd Blacx- 
smith and Odd Blade, and Black Jester, and 
that. little concern: was shown by them re- 
garding the others.

I heard to-day that, when beaten by Keen 
Laddie last season, White Collar was not 
well, but he is well now. Not one of the 
survivors showed the pace he did to-day, 
and he is also a fine worker and killer, the 
right class for this game. His victory over 
the much-fancied Halmirah was the best 
thing of the dav. Typhoon will be a good 
dog, indeed, if he is not feeling the effects 
of his second course into the plough, and 
another one to be hard run was Tor Dell. 

The big course to-morrow will be between 
Final Flutter and White’ Collar should they 
survive their first spin in the morning, which 
is likely. It is a long time since our White 
Collar ran here. He was owned by Father 
Daniel Foley, of Tarbert, and was beaten in 
his first course by Prince Plausible, who 
rar up for the Cup. This time he is the 
property of Mrs. Sofer Whitburn, who owns 
racehorses, among them Jenny Deans. Her 
husband owns Adam's Apple, and this is her 
first Waterloo Cup. She may win it. In 
fact, it looks a toss up between Final Flutter 
and White Collar, but one never can tell.
